THE ADVANCE IN OPIUM. 


In spite of all indications and pre- 
dictions to the contrary, opium has 
been steadily advancing of late, as our 
market reports have indicated. Under 
the circumstances, a review of the sit- 
uation may throw some light on the 
causes which have operated to pro- 
duce such a strong market in the face 
of conditions which up to quite re- 
cently appeared to favor a decline in 
the price. The crop was a large one 
and the quantity carried over from 
the yield of the previous year was of 
liberal proportions. The importations 
into this country in 1894 had been un- 
usually large, due, it will be remem- 
bered, to the speculation which devel- 
oped early in that year, and which 
was based on the possibility of Con- 
gress placing a duty of one dollar per 
pound on the drug. With large con- 
sumers and dealers here well supplied 
and with a large crop harvested, nat- 
urally it was thought that low prices 
were inevitable. It appears, however, 
that the Smyrna and Constantinople 
merchants were not reckoned with. 
They had made large profits on their 
wool and mohair, and knowing that 
opium at the prices which prevailed 
last summer was good property, they 
determined to prevent the market, if 
possible, from declining. 

Another fact which must not be lost 
sight of is that opium is a favorite 
article of speculation in Turkey, and 
it was especially inviting this year. 
We have shown in previous articles 
that, based on statistics for a number 
of years, it is a safe purchase at or 
under two dollars per pound. 

It was argued by dealers here that if 
they kept out of the primary markets 
long enough they would be able to 
make their purchases at practically 
their own terms. The price reached 
one dollar and sixty cents, but still 
they did not purchase, on the theory 
that with favorable weather for the au- 
tumn and winter sowings, the holders 
of the crop would become discouraged 
and sell. Some of them even went so 
far as to sell short at low prices and 
do anything they could to help the 
market decline. Just the weather they 
desired came, yet the price remained 
stationery, the large holders in the 
primary markets promptly purchasing 
each small lot that was offered by 
the weak holders, being determined to 
sustain the market, knowing full well 
that it was only a question of time 
when Ameriea and London would be 
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obliged to purchase to supply their reg- 
ular requirements. They were conver- 
sant with the fact that the stuck held 
in London was not as large as usual. 
The unsettled state of Asiatic Turkey 
doubtless assisted them in sustaining 
the market. For two or three months 
after the crop commenced to arrive in 
Constantinople and Symrna the receipts 
were nearly double, by comparison with 
the same period of the year 184, but 
the crop finally ceased to come for- 
word, and there is no knowing just how 
much is held back in the interior, 

About a month ago some dealers here, 
from necessity, began to purchase sup- 
plies, both in Smyrna and on the spot 
certain lots that were offered to arrive. 
Thus far three hundred cases have 
been purchased in this market, to ar- 
lrive. The first hundred was at one dol- 
lar and seventy-five cents early in De- 
ce‘nber. About two weeks later another 
hundred was taken at one dollar eighty- 
two and a half cents, and early this 
week the third hundred was secured 
at one dollar and ninety cents per 
pouni. Holland has also been a large 
buyer in the primary markets, and so 
has London. After each purchase the 
Smyrna holders advanced the price, so 
that now it is almost on a par with 
New Ycrk. 

Judging from a comparison of the 
importations into this country for the 
first ten months of the past two 
years, America will continue buying for 
a while, although the impression is 
gaining ground that at least one dealer 
here has covered his requirements. 
From January 1 to October 1, 1894, 
they were 672,937 pounds, as against 
311,931 pounds for the same period of 
this year. For the whole of 1894, 723,- 
522 pounds were imported, against 
466.052 in 1893. In some quarters a 
steady market is looked for during the 
next two months, based on the rela- 
tion of demand to supply. 

There are indications that an at- 
tempt is being made to bull the mar- 
ket, by the publication of reports in 
the daily newspapers regarding the 
situation. It has been claimed that 
there is a syndicate in control in 
Smyrna, but up to the present time 
there has been no evidence that any 
unusual force is operating for a rise, 
outside of the large holders we have 
already alluded to. There is, no doubt, 
a unanimity of purpose to compel the 
large consumers to pay higher prices 
when they are in need of supplies. 

Just what the future has in store for 
the consumers of opium is more or 
less of a problen. It is safe to say 
that natural conditions do not obtain 
in this drug. It usually goes by con- 


traries. With favorable autumn and 
winter weather, the inference would be 
that a large crop might be looked 


for, but the hopes of the believers 
in low prices may be dashed to the 
ground by unfavorable weather during 
the balance of the crop year. Cer- 
tain sowings are liable to damage by 
frost and later by drought. Then, 
again, the disturbed state of the coun- 
try may restrict the planting. The in- 
dications at the moment are that a 
steady market will prevail for a time 
at least.

INEQUITABLE TARIFF DECISIONS, 


It has been claimed, with more or 
less justice, that questions relating to 


tariff regulations submitted to the 
Treasury Department are not al- 
ways decided with a due re- 
gard for equity and justice, and 
that the department officials* are 
prone to construe the law in 


favor of the Government, even though 
the importer suffers through no fault 
or wilful attempt to evade prescribed 
regulations. A_ strict insistence to 
conform to the law’s requirements is 
proper, but there are many instances 
where the law is interpreted by the 
Treasury Department in a way not con- 
templated by the framers thereof, and 
where a more equitable construction 
should obtain. The feeling is some- 
times forced upon us that the Treasury 
official regards the importer as his 
prey, or that he is per se an intriguer 
who constantly seeks to evade his ob- 
ligations to the Government, while the 
fact is that a_ strict compliance of 
plain requirements and scrupulous hon- 
esty in his dealings are the rules which 
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govern his conduct. An unusually 
flagrant case, and which proved the 
text for this article, has just been 
brought to our attention. It appears 
that there arrived at this port early 
last Summer two casks of oil which 
were placed in storage, awaiting the 
payment of the duty thereon by the 
owner. It appears that the storekeep- 
er reported the casks were leaking when 
received, and after repeated coopering 
continued to leak, so that the contents 
were gradually wasting, and in conse- 
quence of this report the oil was ap- 
praised and sold on July 1 for $2. It 
appears also that the importer did not 
receive his bill of lading until some time 
in July, and that on the 20th of that 
month proper entry was made, and the 
duty, amounting to $20, paid thereon. 
It was not until some time later that 
the importer learned that the oil had 
been sold as perishable goods. Natural- 
ly the importer then sought to recover 
the duty he had paid on oil which the 
customs officers had sold. He also 
claimed that the Government had no 
right to sell the oil without proper noti- 
fication, asking that it repay him the 
value of the oil, the duty paid, and the 
expenses of entry, etc., amounting in 
all to $80. This the Acting Secretary of 
the Treasury refused, claiming that un- 
der the revised statutes authorizing 
the sale, the department cannot con- 
sider the claim. 

In vew of the fact that the oil was 
sold before the duty was paid, the re- 
fusal to refund at least so much of the 
claim smacks of rank injustice. Under 
Section 2,976 of the Revised Statutes, 
the sale of the oil was unquestionably 
authorized, and there is no question as 
to the propriety of the proceeding, but 
the duty on the oil, amounting to ten 
times the amount at which it had been 
sold, should not have been accepted 
by the Government, but, having” been 
accepted, should have been promptly 
returned when the facts of the case 
were made known to the head of the 
department. In this case duty was ex- 
acted on merchandise the importer 
never received, and, in fact, only a 
part of which existed and was sold by 
the Government. If the course of the 
depariment in this case can be justified 
even by a partial interpretation of the 
tariff regulations, then they need prompt 


and radical revision. 
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POSITION OF NAVAL S!IORES. 


The strength that has receatly char- 
acterized the market for spirits of tur- 
pentine has resulted in an advance in 
the price of that product, the past week 
having witnessed a substantia: gain In 
the quotable value, and the impression 
prevails to some extent that prices will 
go higher before the limit is reached. 
In view of the advanced period of the 
year, and the quietude that is pervad- 
ing nearly every branch of business, the 
upward movement in spirits of turpen- 
tine is noteworthy, particularly when 
it is also remembered that the crop this 
year was the largest on record. The 
causes that have led up to the existing 
situation had their origin, as might be 
expected, in the primary markets, and 
relate chiefly to a steady and at times 
strong demand conjoined with dimin- 
ishing receipts at all the great centers 
of accumulation. During the past two 
weeks the inquiry developed exception- 
al briskness in the South, the export 
requirements having shown consider- 
able vigor, but while the tone of the 
local market has responded in sym- 
pathy, the distribution of spirits here 
has not been appreciably accelerated. 

It has heretofore been pointed out in 
these columns that the consumption of 
spirits of turpentine in Europe has this 
year made remarkable progress, not to 
speak of the increased demand for it 
from domestic sources. The outlet has 
been so wide that despite the extraor- 
dinary crop of 1895 supplies did not 
accumulate beyond reasonable propor- 
tions, and perhaps at no time have 
they really been burdensome. or 
course, with the varying conditions of 
trade, the prices of spirits have fluctu- 
ated, ‘but taken as a whole the quota- 
tions since the opening of the naval 
stores year have been notably steady 
and free from threatening appearances. 
As an indication of the extent to which 
the article bas found its way into export 
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have urged that the ‘test cases be

The Constantinople representative of 
the Uinted Press telegraphs, under date 
of Dec. 22, that the negotiations for the 
acquirement by private parties of the 
alcohol monopoly have failed. 


The Southern and the Merchants and 
Planters’ Cottonseed-Oil Mills at Hous- 
ton, Texas, have shut down for the 
season, and the Consumers’ and the 
National mills will close this week. 
The short cotton crop this season 
caused the oil mill season to be short- 
ened from an ordianry run of seven 
months to three months.

The Laurentides Pulp Company is 
about to spend a million dollars, in ad- 
dition to the million already laid out 
upon its wood-pulp establishment, in 
adding a great paper mill on the St. 
Maurice River, Canada. This mill, it is 
claimed, will be the largest of its kind 
in America, and will furnish employ- 
ment to 600 hands. The total output 
of the works daily will be 300 tons of 
pulp and 100 tons of finished paper. 


Secretary J. R. Smith of the State 
Board of Fertilizer Control, in his an- 
nual report of the South Carolina ex- 
periment station gives the following fig- 
ures, showing the work of the depart- 
ment: Privilege tax collected during 
the year, $30,077.93, against $43,499.06 
in 1894; amount of fertilizers sold in the 
State, $120,311, against $173,996 last 
year; number of samples collected by 
inspection, 340, against 500 in 1894. 


Intelligence has been received that the 
German ship Bremerhaven, from Phila- 
delphia for Chantenay, with 348,092 
gallons of naphtha in _ barrels, has 
been abandoned at sea in a sinking 
condition. All hands were saved and 
landed at St. Michael’s. The Bremer- 
haven was formerly the American ship 
J. Montgomery, built in Portsmouth, N. 
H., in 1852, and was 1,042 tons register, 
17014 feet long, 3614 feet beam, 22%, feet 
deep, and was owned in Bremerhaven by 
D. Heinrichs. Both vessel and cargo 
were insured. 

The mortgage given by the American 
Spirits Co. to secure its $2,000,000 bonds 
specifies that the bonds are dated Sept. 
1, 1895, and will be payable twenty 
years after date. It is provided that the 
mortgagors shall file with the trustee 
a statement each year, showing the re- 
ceipts, expenditures and net earnings 
of the company. This statement is to 
be sworn to by the president and treas- 
urer, and 5 per cent. of the net earn- 
ings are to be paid to the trustee, who 
is to devote the amounts when in ex- 
cess of $20,000 to the purchase of out- 
standing bonds. The mortgage covers 
eighteen plants.

January 1 to November 1, 1895, the offi- 
cial figures show a movement of 13,- 
721,332 gallons, compared with 10,153,- 
432 gallons during the first ten months 
of 1894. ‘That stocks are light every- 
where is evident from the latest re- 
ports and statistics bearing on the sub- 
ject, for instance, in the leading mar- 
kets of this country the aggregate sup- 
ply on ‘the first day of December was 
only 30,842 barrels, against 34,263 bar- 
rels at the same date last year. In 
London, while it is true that the stock 
‘of spirits has latterly been heavier than 
that carried in 1894, it is still much 
below the record for the two preceding 
years. ‘The most recent figures on this 
point show the London stocks, on De- 
cember 14, as follows: 1895, 36,305 
barrels; 1894, 32,810 barrels; 1893, 43,- 
107 barrels, and 1892, 42,115 barrels. 
The advices coming from the Continent 
are similar in character to those from 
Great Britain, and denote the preva- 
lence of a good demand, with no exces- 
sive accumulation of spirits. Thus a 
large part of the immense crop has 
been marketed without apparent diffi- 
culty, or the necessity of accepting un- 
duly low prices, and for that which 
remains there is every reason to believe 
that the demand will be sufficiently 
active to absorb the greater portion, if 
not all, of it before the next crop be- 
comes available. 

The producers of spirits have already 

made considerable headway with the 
preliminary work connected with next 
year’s production, and the indications 
at present are that if the conditions 
are not unfavorable the production will 
be large in 1896. There are so many 
contingencies, however, that can arise 
and affect the yield one way or the 
other that predictions now regarding 
the probable production can have very lit- 
tle practical value. Among the possible 
chances of reducing the output, refer- 
ence has frequently been made of late 
to the scarcity of axes, but it is likely 
that this drawback will be overcome to 
a large extent, if not completely, be- 
fore any serious consequences can fol- 
low. 
The position of rosin is interesting 
principally because of the remarkable 
demand ‘that has this year prevailed for 
the low grades, and the depression that 
has existed in the movement of pale 
rosin. The latter have rarely been so 
neglected as they now are, and as a re- 
sult values are weak, and exhibit a de- 
clining tendency, intensified by heavy 
accumulations in the South. On the 
other hand, common rosins, have been 
steadily advancing for some time past, 
and stocks continue moderate under a 
strong demand, ‘both from the export 
and the home trade. For the first ten 
months of 1895 the exports amounted 
to 1,677,773 barrels, against 1,592,105 
barrels for the like period in 1894.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


A correspondent at Constantinople 
says that the petroleum monopoly has 
been granted to the Russian Mavro- 
cordato syndicate through the influence 
of M. Nelidoff, Russian Ambassador to 
Turkey.

Status of Free Alcohol, 


Washington, Dec. 27, 1895. 

“It has been my hope and expecta- 
tion for some time to have the first 
test case in the free alcohol claims 
ready for trial some time in January, 
and I now see no reason to change my 
views, though I cannot now determine 
the date of the trial.” 

This important statement was made 
to the Reporter’s correspondent to-day 
by Assistant Attorney-General Dodge. 
It is cheering news for all free alcohol 
claimants and for the entire trade, be- 
cause until the question is determined 
as to whether recovery can be had un- 
der section 61 it will be impossible 
for dealers to quote prices for future 
delivery or make contracts for any 
length of time in advance. 

In spite, however, of Mr. Dodge’s en- 
couraging statement the impression is 
strong that he will be disappointed in 
his expectation, and that the Treasury 
Department has decided to adopt a 
policy of delay in order that the test 
cases may not be presented to the 
courts until the present tariff and 
financial tangle in Congress has been 
straightened out. The interests in- 
volved are so important, however, that 
the Department will have to with- 
stand tremendous pressure if it is to 
carry out the policy indicated. Since 
Congress convened at least a score of 
the most influential Senators and mem- 
bers have called upon Secretary Car- 
lisle and the Attorney-General, and 









































pushed forward as rapidly as possible. 
This plea has been put upon the 
ground of fair and honorable treat- 
ment to the great business interests 
involved, and has been made without 
the slightest partisan bias. Republi- 
cans and Democrats alike have urged 
the claims of the great industries af- 
fected by section 61, and the pressure 
brought has been such as to convince 
the Secretary of the Treasury that the 
question is one of far greater conse- 
quence than he has heretofore sup- 
posed. A prominent Eastern Senator 
who called on the Attorney-General a 
few days ago has written a letter to a 
constituent, the head of one of the 
principal commercial houses of the 
Bast, in which he describes his visits, 
and adds that he is apprehensive from 
his conversation with several officials 
that the Department is purposely de- 
laying matters. 

“They seem paralyzed,” says the 
Senator, “at the thought that there will 
probably be 30,000 of these cases.” 


So many prominent men have vis- 
ited the Treasury Department in this 
interest since Congress convened that 
Treasury officials have had their eyes 
opened to the magnitude of the contest 
ahead of them if they intend to carry 
out their original programme of se- 
curing the repeal of section 61. It 
was this awakening that was at the 
bottom of the highly significant fact 
that in Secretary Carlisle’s annual re- 
port to Congress there was not one 
word in recommendation of repeal. 
This was specially significant because 
Commissioner Miller, in a brief but 
formal statement in his own annual 
report, had repeated his recommenda- 
tion of last year. Treasury officials 
are now fully alive to the fact that any 
bill providing for the repeal of section 
61 may easily be amended by striking 
out all after the enacting clause and 
inserting in lieu thereof the full text 
of a bill directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to provide regulations for 
the administration of the existing 
law. 

The importance of the first test case 
in the free alcohol litigation is very 
generally understood, and in view 
thereof every effort is being made to 
cause the Attorney-General to first se- 
lect for trial that case which involves 
the clearest issue of the Government's 
liability. In order that such a case 
might be first presented, the New 
York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion, after an examination of the is- 
sues involved, have presented the fol- 
lowing brief memorial to the Attorney- 
General, drawn by the Committee on 
Legislation of the Drug Trade Section: 

“Under section 61 of the tariff act 
of Aug. 28, 1894, a rebate of alcohol 
used in the arts is granted, but by a 
decision of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury regulations have not been issued 
and the question of the right to the re- 
bate, notwithstanding the failure to 
issue regulations, is now pending be- 
fore the Court of Claims for judicial 
decision. 

“It is of the highest importance to 
the drug and other trades that an early 
decision should be reached on this ques- 
tion. 

“The benefits of the free alcohol are 
practically denied and the conditions of 
sale are complicated and rendered un- 
certain. 

“This committee, therefore, respect- 
fullymemorializes the Attorney-General 
to co-operate in securing an early hear- 
ing of the pending cases, so that 
prompt decision may be reached by the 
‘Court of Claims, and, if necessary, by 
the Supreme Court. 

‘The case of Robert Dunlap & Co. 
was selected by the representatives of 
commercial interests, including mem- 
bers of this board, as a suitable test 
case on this question, wherein the 
points of law could be presented to the 
courts without any embarrassment of 
fact or other complications. It was 
believed ‘to be a case wherein the in- 
terests of all parties could be clearly , 
determined, and has so appeared upon 
proof being taken. 

“This committee, therefore, respect- 
fully requests that this case be taken 
as a test case for argument before the 
Court of Claims. 

“Darwin R James, President.

The facts presented in the memorial 
have had great weight with the attor- 
neys representing the Sharp & Dohme 
case, which had been selected by As- 
sistant Attorney-General Dodge, and 
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they have, therefore, addressed the fol- 
lowing letter ‘to the Attorney-General: 

“As it seems to be the general opin- 
ion that the Dunlap case would present 
to the Court of Claims the question as 
to the liability of the Government to 
judgment under section 61 of the act of 
August 28, 1894, in a clearer and less 
involved manner than the Sharp & 
Dohme case, and as it is desirable both 
for the Government and the claimants 
to have the question of law decided, we 
have decided to join in the request of 
the committee of the Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association that the Dunlap case 
ibe first taken up by you, and be first 
presented to the court for trial. The 
Sharp & Dohme case still remains a 
typical case of the larger manufactur- 
ing druggists and the questions pre- 
sented by that case will stili have to 
come up for consideration, and be 
passed upon by the court. But we 
would prefer that all such questions 
should come up after a decision by the 
court on the pure question of the liabil- 
ity of the Government. 

“As this desire on the part of the 
claimants under the section for a con- 
struction of the law in a simple and 
uncompleted case is a reasonable one, 
we hope it will be accepted by you.” 

Mr. Dodge stated to-day that he had 
not yet acted upon these communica- 
tions, but would do so at an early date. 
He recently decided to push the Sharp 
& Dohme case ahead of all others, but 
in view of the action taken by the 
Board of Trade he may alter his deter- 
mination.

Recent Tariff Decisions. 





Refined Gum for Textile Printing. 


In the matter of the protest of Frank 
Scheubel & Co. against the decision of 
the Collector of Customs at New York 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain merchandise, im- 
ported and entered March 30, 1804. 
Opinion by General Appraiser Wilkin- 
son. 

The merchandise is a refined gum, 
used in connection with printing textile 
fabrics. It was assessed for duty at 20 
per cent, under section 3, act of 1894. 
and is claimed to be dutiable at 10 per 
cent under paragraph 164. 

Paragraph 164% applies to drugs, such 
as gums, woods used expressly for dye- 
ing, etc. It was clearly not the inten- 
tion to limit the term drugs to sub- 
stances used in the preparation of med- 
icines. The term is broad enough to in- 
clude many commodities or ingredients 
used in art and manufacture. 

In G. A. 30638 it was held that small 
pieces of gum rosin incased in tin or 
paper and designed for violin bow rosin 
were not covered by paragraph 16%; 
but in that case 'the article, unlike that 
now in question, had lost its identity as 
a drug. 

We find that the merchandise is both 
a nonedible drug and a gum, advanced 
in value by refining. 

The claim that it is dutiable at 10 
per cent. is sustained accordingly. 





Epsom Salts or Sulphate of Magne- 
sia. 


In ‘the matter of the protest of Merck 
& Co. against the decision of the Col- 
lector of Customs at New York as to 
the rate and amount of duties chargea- 
ble on certain merchandise, imported 





and entered Dec. 19, 1894. Opinion by 
General Appraiser Wilkinson. 

The merchandise consists: 

1. Of salol and sodium salicylate, as- 
sessed for duty at 25 per cent. under 
paragraphs 59 and 60, act of August, 
1894, and claimed to be exempt from 
duty under paragraph 4438: and 

2. Sulphate of magnesia, assessed for 
duty at one-fifth of 1 cent per pound 
under paragraph 24, and claimed to be 
exempt from duty under paragraph 542. 

We find that salol and sodium sali- 
eylate are medicinal coal-tar prepara- 
tions. They are specially excluded from 
exemption under paragraph 443, and so 
much of the protest as relates to them 
is overruled. 

Sulphate of magnesia is provided for 
by name and in the same language both 
in the dutiable and the free list. Fol- 
lowing G. A. 325, on natural mineral 
waters, and the various authoritites 
cited therein, we hold that between 
paragraph 24 and paragraph 542, the 
latter expresses the latest legislative in- 
tent. 

We, therefore, sustain the claim that 
sulphate of magnesia or Epsom salts, is 
exempt from duty under paragraph 
542. 





Thorium Nitrate, Concentrated Solu- 
tion Of. 


In the matter of the protest of F. B. 
Vandegrift & Co. against the decision 
of the Collector of Customs at Phila- 
delphia as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain merchan- 


dise, imported and entered Jan. 28, 
1895. Opinion by General Appraiser 
Wilkinson, 


We find upon the report of the United 
States chemist at this port that the 
merchandise is a concentrated solution 
of thorium nitrate, and that it is a 
chemical compound. 

The claim that it is dutiable at 20 per 
cent. under section 3 is overruled, and 
the assessment of duty at 25 per cent. 
under the provision of paragraph 60 
for chemical compounds is affirmed. 





Crude Drugs—“‘May Wine” Leaves. 


In the matter of the protest of Max 
Arms against the decision of the Col- 
lector of Customs at New York as to 
the rate and amount of duties chargea- 
ble on certain merchandise, imported 
and entered May 3, 1895. Opinion by 
General Appraiser Wilkinson. 

We find upon the report of the ap- 
praiser and an examination of a sample 
that the merchandise consists of 
“leaves compressed in small, flat pack- 
ages, covered with tinfoil, and labeled 
with instructions for use to make May 
wine.”’ 

They were assessed for duty at 10 
per cent. as leaves advanced in value 
under paragraph 16%, act of August, 
1894, and are claimed to be exempt 
from duty under paragraph 470 or 558. 

The question rests upon the proper 
construction of the words ‘advanced in 
value or condition by refining or grind- 
ing, or by other process of manufac- 
ture.” 

We are of the opinion ‘that the pro- 
vision covers only processes of manu- 
facture that have been applied to the 
article itself, and not to its covering. 
In the present case nothing has been 
done to the leaves except to place and 
moderately press them into packages 
convenient for use. 

We find that this is not a process of 
manufacture and sustain the claim that 
they are exempt from duty under para- 
graph 470. 





Dyers’ Gum, 


The department has also  promul- 
gated the following ruling regarding the 


dutiable classification of gum for tex- 
tile printing: 
“The merchandise is a refined gum, 


used in connection with printing textile 
fabrics. It was assessed for duty at 20 
per cent. under section 3, act of 1SD4, 
and is claimed to be dutiable at 10 per 
cent. under paragraph 164%. Paragrapna 
164% provides for drugs, such as gums, 
woods used expressly for dyeing, etc. 
It was clearly not the intention of Con- 
gress to limit the term drugs to sub- 
stances used in the preparation of medi- 
cines. The term is broad enough to 
include many commodities or ingredi- 
ents used in art and manufacture. In 
G. A. 3,063 it was held that small pieces 
of gum resin incased in tin or paper 
and designed for violin bow resin were 
not covered by paragraph 16%; but in 
that case the article, unlike that now 
in question, had lost its identity as a 
drug. We find that the merchandise is 
both a non-edible drug and a gum, ad- 
vanced in value by refining. The claim 
that it is dutiable at 10 per cent, is 
sustained accordingly.”

The Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 


A great deal of attention has been 
paid recently by il men to the oil 
field in Kentucky and Tennessee and 
the greatest interest is manifested in 
the result of the prospecting now going 
on. ‘The Pittsburg Times devotes con- 
siderable space to a review of the sit- 
uation, furnished by a correspondent 
from Slick Ford, Ky. The writer at- 
tempts to answer the query, “Is Ken- 
tucky the coming oil field?’”” His con- 
clusions and the reasons for them fol- 
low :— 

Indications point that way. Right 
here at Slick Ford, which seems to be 
within about half a mile of the end of 
creation, are several wells, and in the 
large wooden tanks that were built 
to hold the production is a quantity of 
probably not less than 2,000 barrels of 
crude. At other points in the more or 
less convenient neighborhood are wells 
that have put a fair quantity of oil 
into the tanks, or, which is the same so 
far as results are concerned, into the 
creeks near which they are drilled, 
Enough is in sight to show that Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee are capable of 
producing some oil. What the field 
shall amount to is yet undetermined. 
The absolute location of it is yet to dis- 
cover. The value of the oil is not es- 
tablished. But sufficient prospecting 
has been done to satisfy the oil man 
that this country offers a chance for 
action on his money, and unless all 
signs are at fault the coming season in 
the Kentucky-Tennessee field will be a 
lively period in the history of the Cum- 
berland plateau and mountains. 

As early as 1868 C. B. Angell put 
forth his belt theory, and to establish 
his doctrine he spent about a year and 
a half with a corps of surveyors follow- 
ing the line of development along the 
valley of the upper Alleghany. Ever 
since that time the oil man has had 
more or less faith in the 22 and 45 de- 
gree lines, acting on which a prediction 
has often been made that ultimately 
the oil fields of the country would be 
found to extend all the way down 
through West Virginia into Kentucky 
and Tennessee. The theory of a belt 
has been strengthened by the develop-

Whether the belt theory is founded 


on a reality or not, it is good enough | 


for an illustration of the field that is 
showing up in the South, for a line ex- 
tended from Bradford, Pa., in a south- 
westerly direction, not much varied 
from a 45 degree angle, will pass close 
by every important development in the 
five States of Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Tennessee and _ the 
portion of Ohio that is producing il- 
juminating oil. Along the line will be 
found the counties of Boyd, Magoffin, 
Breahitt and the counties about 
Wayne, in Kentucky, as well as the 
continuation of the development over 
the line in Tennessee. 

Wayne and Russell counties, in Ken- 
tucky, and the corner of Pickett, Fen- 
tress and Overton counties, in Tennes- 
See, constitute the principal scene of 
activity now in the South, although 
more country has been drilled over to 
some extent, and has shown favorable: 
indications. 

Two points of entry to the new field 
present themselves to the man who 
wants to explore the country or to en- 
gage in operations: These are (both by 


way of the Cincinnati Southern Rail- | 
County, to Creelsborough, in Russell, 


road out of Cincinnati. To reach the 
Wayne County scene of operations it 
is necessary to leave the stage at Burn- 
side. There is a stage in waiting to 
make the drive, a distance of twenty- 
one miles, to Monticeilo, the county 
seat, a place of about 450 inhabitants. 
Beyond Monticello it is advisable to 
make the journey on horseback, as the 
roals are simply execrabie, and it is 
said that the whole couniy contains 
not a single bridge. Hotel accommo- 
dations are found at Burnside and at 
Monticello. Monticello is the county 
seat of Wayne, and the biggest town in 
the county. It is also the only town 
with a hotel, and the only place that 
is connected with the world ‘by a stage. 
In any other section of the country it 
is Necessary to find shelter and food 
with some of the farmers. At an oc- 
casional farm house the entertainment 
is very goo. At others it is unlike 
anything that the Northern man has 
ever encountered. 

The other way to get into the oil 
country is by way of Rugby Road, a 
station farther south. There a stage 








| the traveler to Rugby, a small settle- 
ment with a passably good hotel. 

From Rugby it is not a difficult mat- 
ter to get to Jamestown, a small vil- 
lage, the county seat of Fentress Coun- 
ty. Jamestown is called twenty-four 
miles from the railroad. These miles, 
like those in Wayne County, are long 
ones. From Jamestown all connection 
with the oil country must be made on 
horseback or in a buggy over bad 
roads, 

The surface of the whole oil country 
is hilly and rough. The region is a 
part of the Cumberland Mountains, 
whose ridges and peaks are abrupt and 
high. Deep gorges are eaten by the 
iittle str2ams into the limestone, and, 
as a liveryman said in Monticello: 
“From Jamestown to Monticello Is 
about thirty-five miles the way the 
rooster walks, and not much shorter 
the way the crow flies, if the crow flies 
up and down over the hills:and into the 
valleys. The two places are the gute- 
ways to the same oil field, but as the 
region between is so difficult of travel, 
{t is best to look at the prospects from 
both sides, 

The development that shows the most 
so far is included in the territory which 
will be bounded by a line drawn from 
Coopersville, in the center of Wayne 


or just where the Cumberland River 
flows out of Russell into Cumberland 
County. Thence the line will go to 
Spurrier, on the line of Overton Coun- 
ty, at the forks of the Obeys River, 
whence it will return to Coopersville In 
Wayne. This three-cornered pilot will 
cover the points of most importance, for 
they include the cen.ers of the latest 
development. 

The situation will be found to line up 
from this three-cornered tract about as 
follows: Southeast from Coopersville, 
on the South Fork, and near the cor- 
ner of Wayne County is the old Beatty 
well. This hole was sunk asa _ salt 
shaft by the first settlers, and is said to 
be eighty years old. It put out so much 
oil that the value of the salt well was 
desiroyed. The natives along the 
stream from time to time set fire to the 
oil on the river to clear the stream so 
their geese might take to the water in 
comfort, and the blazing river is said 
to have been a startling spectacle. The 
production of the Beatty well is only a 
| legend. No estimates were ever kept. 





But without doubt it put a great deal 
of oil into the river. 

Southwest from Coopersville, on Ot- 
ter Creek, the Huffaker well was drilled 
about 1866. It was a salt well, for al- 
though there are about twenty-five oil 
springs at one place or anocher in 
Wayne County, it was rot oil but salt 
that these people wanted. They found 
so much oil that it bothered them, and 
finally forced them to abandon the well 
as a salt producer; but the oil was bar- 
reled and a considenable quantity of it 
shipped down the Cumberland River on 
lpoats and sold. The inhabitants about 
Slick Ford estimate the production at 
$90,000 worth, which is no indication 
of anything, for the Slick Ford folks 
are very much given over to conjeciure. 
However, the Huffaker well was aban- 
doned finally because oil would not pay 
the high freight from this section. Slick 
Ford is about twenty miles from the 
river, as they guess it out, and noth- 
ing could be hauled that far over a 
Tennessee mountain road and be made 
to pay the freight. A few years ago 
a modern Bariah Sellers in the person 
of Col. A. H. Hovey entered the field 
and began to drill on Otter Creek, at 
Slick Ford. He met with all sorts of 
trouble, and sent for A. D. Williams of 
Bradford, Pa., to do some fishing. Wil- 
liams went down and stayed to drill in 
the famous Hovey No. 1, This was 
followed speedily by his No. 2, and to- 
gether the wells wasted probably 10,000 
barrels of oil into the creek. Finaily 
tanks were set up, and at the present 
time ten large wooden tanks hold some- 
thing like 2,000 barrels of oil. When 
Col. Hovey found his oil he could do 
nothing with it, and as a result the 
wells were plugged until some connec- 
tion with the outside world could be 
had. Not long ago the Standard Oil 
Company secured control of the prop- 
erty, which is now doing nothing, al- 
though other wells were subsequently 
added to the first two. The oil at the 
Hovey wells on Otter Creek, at Slick 
Ford, is a black fluid of about 35 grav- 
ity, of an excellent odor, apparently 
free from sulphur, so far as the smell 
is any evidence, rather resembling the 
class of oil found at Franklin. It is 
used by the natives here for lubricat- 
ing purposes, with good results. 

The Stick Ford wells are shallow, 
searcely going beyond 200 feet. On 
this account some oil men have been 
disposed to look upon the crude as being 
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akin to the slush oil of the Northern 
fields. But it is not. The sand isa 
limestone,with a covering of hard lime- 
stone. The production would reach 
about twenty-five barrels a day, from 
indications, if pursued regularly. A 
number of wells were put down on Ot- 
ter Creek, and all of them gave prom- 
{ ise of iiberal production, except some 
that were cased in with the hope of 
finding a sand at a greater depth. 

In the summer a firm composed of 
Michigan and New York folks put 
down a well on Beaver Creek, six or 
seven miles east from the Slick Ford 
wells. They found an oil lighter in 
gravity at a depth of 330 feet. The 
well was set down as a 25-barrel pump- 
er. Another which was drilled close by 
that is estimated good for fifty bar- 
reis. The oil of these Beaver Creek 
wells is dark, not good for lubricating, 
free from sulphur of about 40 gravy- 
ity. The two wells were plugged to 
await a pipe line, and another started, 
Which is soon due to strike the sand. 

The formation in which these wells 
were found consists of 150 feet of a soft 
lime, occasionally mixed with a little 
sand. This lime contains salt water 
abundantiy. Beneath it is a biack, hard, 
flinty limestone, 150 feet thick. Under 
it is a thirty-foot sand bearing the oil. 
It is also a limestone, or shale. Deeper 
drilling shows under the oil sand a 
moderately hard lime seventy feet 
thick, mixed with a little sand, forty 

| feet of biack shale, very regular, 100 
feet of black limestone, and UO feet of 
a soft shale, easy to drill. Then comes 
a soft white rock, which has not in this 
section been drilled through. 

The Otter Creek and the Beaver 
Creek formation is the same, so near as 
has been determined, although the sand 
is deeper on Beaver Creek. The whole 
tendency of Kentucky geology here is 
to rise as the formation runs westward. 
Therefore in Russell County the Beaver 
Creek sand is found in the bluffs of the 
Cumberland River cropping out in the 
air along the stream. Creelsborough is 
in Russell County, and it follows that 
the Creelsborough well is in a sand far 
below the sands of Otter and Beaver 
Creek. 

At Creelsborough two wells have been 
drilled, upon which the oil men of the 
neighborhood base their ciphering. One 
of these went down 1,000 feet; the other 
stopping at 650. At a depth of from 
520 to 560 feet oil was found. One well 
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is good for ten barrels. The other is 

hardly so large. The oil is a handsome 
green color, higher gravity than that 
of Otter Creek, and apparently of a 
good quality. While admitting that it 
igs not the equal of the Pennsylvania 
oil, the oil meh who are watching the 
development at Creelsborough appear 
to think the fluid from these wells will 
prove superior to that of the Ohio lime- 
stone oils, particularly as it is so free 
from sulphur. Drillers at the Creels- 
borough wells incline to the belief that 
they found ‘their oil in the Trenton 
limestone, which they say is the hard 
lime 300 to 400 feet below the black 
shale that lies beneath the sand on Ot- 
ter Creek. 

A number of other wells have been 
drilled along the Cumberland and trib- 
utaries that accentua'tte the discoveries 
at Creelsborough and on the Beaver 
and Otter creeks. On Fishing Creek, 
in ‘Pulaski County, twenty-five miles 
west from the railroad, two wells were 
drilled six years ago, one to the depth 
of 900 feet, finding gas at the depth of 
180 feet, the other finding oil at 200 feet 
below the surface. The well was small. 
At Burkesville, on the Cumberland Riv- 
er, below Creelsborough, two wells 
found oil at 200 feet, and in one gas 
at 275. They were drilled into the 
white limestone found at the Beaver 
and Otter Creek wells, in which strata 
work was stopped because the rock 
was so soft that it caved in on the tools. 
Over on the south fork of the Cumber- 
land, in the east side of Wayne County, 
Strubee & Co., who are taking a great 
many leases, drilled in a well and got 
some oil, but they have chosen to 
make a mystery of it. On Gap Creek, 
between the Slick Ford wells and the 
Creelsborough development, some drill- 
ing has resulted in a moderate produc- 
tion. Between Creelsborough and Den- 
mark, in Russell County, a well has 
been drilled and plugged, which filled 
up with oil when struck. On the Caney 
Fork, in Russell, an oil well drilled 
years ago and abandoned for want of 
a market for the crude is reported to 
still have oil in it. At Harmons Creek, 
in Wayne County, a five-barrel well 
has been drilled. A twenty-five-barrel 
producer near the forks of Gap and 
Otter creeks is a strike of the Otter 
Creek Company. 


It is significant that the drill finds 
very few dry holes. Either oil or gas 
usually responds, and sometimes the 
flow of gas is remarkably strong. Near 
Brandy Cove, southeast from Monticel- 
lo, a gas well has been blowing into 
the air for five or six years, and still 
sends forth volume enough to make a 
flame visible on favorable nights at 
Monticello, which is five of these long 
Kentucky miles away. 


The well about which the most is 
heard after the Hovey No. 1 is the Lacy 
well at Eastport, on the Obeys River. 
This well is near the line of Overton, 
Pickett and Fentress counties, in Ten- 
nessee, almost due south from Creels- 
borough, and west from Jamestown, 
the capital of Fentress County, twelve 
to fifteen miles, owing to whether they 
are Tennessee or ordinary miles. When 
the Lacy well started off it was an- 
nounced as a 500-barreler, but conserv- 
ative men who seem familiar with it 
say that it is a pretty good twenty-five- 
barrel well, and not much more than 
that. The ofl produced is a bright 
green crude, with an excellent odor, 
and of a gravity nearly as light as the 
Pennsylvania oil. This well has been 
the center of other developments, just 
as the Hovey and the Creelsborough 
wells have. ‘The first wells drilled in 
Overton date back to the early sixties. 
The holes were neglected, until lately a 
company ‘that secured some of the old 
wells has been trying to revive them. 
The task seems hopeless, owing to the 
deluge of water that has stood on them 
so long. On a line ‘rom the Lacy de- 
velopment toward the Hovey wells, at 
Slick Ford, on the Three Forks of the 
Wolf, drilling has been done with the 
result of finding some oil in a sand 
twelve ‘to fifteen feet thick at a distnce 
of 155 feet below the surface. The Lacy 
well is in the deeper formations, and is 
down nearly 1,000 feet. The shallow 
sand was found higher up, but the well 
‘was pushed to the lower rock, with sat- 
isfactory results. 


It will be seen that two kinds of oil 
will be found in this territory, the one 
the heavy oil of the Slick Ford shallow 
wells, and the other a lighter oil, green- 
er in color, from the deeper rocks of 
ithe Lacy and Creelsborough wells. Some 
attempts have been made at deep drill- 
ing, but the men who are now develop- 
ing the country are doing it to comply 
with the, terms of leases they have 
taken, and as an oil well is an oil well 
if it goes down a few feet and finds a 
productive sand, there is no occasion 
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to go any deeper and find what is be- 
low so long as the lease is satisfied, for 
there is no way yet to get oil to market. 
“The need of a pipe line has been 
felt many a year. Kentucky is not new 
in the production of oil. The develop- 
ment began soon after the war, when 
Yankee soldiers, who had been cam- 
paigning in the country, came back at 
the close of hostilities and drilled wells 
here and there down the Cumberland. 
Such progress was made that a small 
refinery was located at Glasgow. Since 
1883 the production has run at from 
5,000 to 9,000 barrels a year, the induce- 
ments to drill wells being decidedly 
small in the face of the competition 
of such fields as Bradford and Mc- 
Donald. Now, however, that the stocks 
are decreasing, and a new source of 
supply must gbe found, oil men from 
Pennsylvania are turning their atten- 
tion to Kentucky and Tennessee, and 
the opening of the early spring will 
see a marked increase in the amount 
of drilling done. Wright & Co., a firm 
composed of New York and Michigan 
parties, have leases covering nearly 50,- 
000 acres in Wayne, Russell and Clinton 
counties. The terms of some of these 
leases require wells to be drilled in a 
year. Some give a longer time, while 
others are obtained on the stipulation 
of the annual payment of from 2 to 10 
cents an acre, with no requirements to 
develop at any time. The South Penn 
Oil Company has acquired a controlling 
interest in the Hovey property on Ot- 
ter Creek, and is taking leases of big 
lots of land in Clinton and Wayne. R. 
L. Edgett of Bradford was in the 
county a short time ago taking leases 
for Bradford people. He is thought to 
have gathered up about 15,000 acres. 
The Strubee Company is credited with 
110,000 acres in Wayne about the old 
‘Beatty well, and in the adjoining coun- 
ties. Grandin Brothers of Tidioute 
have a big block of the country. Payne 
& Sackett have loaded up with Wayne 
and .Clinton property. J. M. Clapp & 
Co. have a pocketful of land. Barber, 
Smith & Co. of Rockford, Ohio, have 
cornered 8,000 acres, which is about the 
size of the block that Ed Snyder of 
Salina has a string on. The Standard 
has secured the Rugby colony lands, 
something like 35,000 acres, and is pre- 
paring to start the drill this week. The 
Standard is also preparing to drill on 
Indian Creek, in Clinton County. 


All of these leases mean that the drill 
will bob as soon as the weather gets 
warmer, and out of all the work that is 
done the prospects of Kentucky and 
Tennessee to contribute to the declin- 
ing stocks of oil will be determined. 
Meanwhile reports come from Magof- 
fin County of two wells on Caney Fork, 
from Pikeville of drilling done, from 
Booneville, in Owsley County, of a small 
strike. The South Penn is said to be 
spudding away at the rock along the 
line from West Virginia to the south 
side of Overton County, in Tennessee, 
and in the hands of all the prospectors 
something must be unfolded. 


Aside from being a country almost 
outside of the world, Kentucky and 
Tennessee will furnish an ideal place for 
the driller. Wood is most abundant. The 
mountains are covered -with the original 
forests, and the trees are giants in size. 
Water is abundant, the plateaus as well 
as the ravines having plenty for all pur- 
poses. A difficulty oresents itsélf in the 
way of transporting heavy freight over 
the steep mountain roads; but that will 
be offset, should the field develop any- 
thing, by the ease of drilling, and the 
shallowness of the wells. In the shal- 
lov holes a well can be drilled for a lit- 
tle more than $100, and one is recorded 
in the Slick Ford field which was sunk 
in ten hours, at a cost of $7.50 an hour. 
Not a county in all of the prospective 
field has a railroad yet, although one 
has been surveyed from Burnside, on 
the Cincinnati Southern, out through 
Wayne County and down into Pickett 
and Fentress. The Cumberland is navi- 
gable during the high waters of winter, 
but not in the dry weather of summer. 

A ‘thing tn favor of the oil man is the 
gilt-edged titles in some of this country. 
One man ‘who has chased all over 
Wayne, Clinton and Russell counties all 
summer says he does not think that the 
total of the mortgage docket of Wayne 
County will amount to $25,000. The 
patents from the State are largely in 
the hands of the descendants of the 
original grantees. The natives are, as 
a rule, reliable and honest, glad to see 
the men who will do something to help 
push the development along. 

Whether or not a new field is to be 
opened in the Kentucky and Tennes- 
see mountains is yet a matter wholly 
for the future to decide. There is no 
doubt of of] in the limestone. The wells 
appear to be producing enough to make 


their development profitable. The cheap- 
ness with which they can be drilled is 
such that very large wells are not nec- 
essary to return a profit if they show 
up any oil that is good. They have 
proved their lasting qualities. The 


Hovey well, which started off at the/| 


alleged rate of fifty barrels an hour, and 


is said to be good for fifty barrels a day, | 


is not a bad well, even at a more mod- 
erate estimate. The same may be said 
of the Lacy well, which report puts 


down as good for hhalf as much as was | 


claimed for the Hovey. The truth about 
the production is that the wells are only 
estimated, and that they cannot be 
gauged, because all of them, or nearly 
all of them that are any good, have been 
piugged to preserve them until such 
time shall come as shall see a pipe line 
in the field to take care of the produc- 
tion. The work of the summer just 
passed has been of an encouraging na- 
ture. No big wells are recorded, but 
several moderate ones have come in to 
add to the growing conviction that fur- 
ther explorations may unlock a treasure 
worthy of the search.

Asphalts and Bitumens, 
SAMUEL P. SADTLER, PH.D. 


In taking this subject for a short re- 
view, let us inquire as to the meaning 
of these words and the use that has 
been made of them. Here at the outset 
we are met with a considerable diverg- 
ence of view and latitude, not to say 
looseness, of application. 

In “Mineral Resources of the United 


BY 


States for 1893," published by the 
United States Geological Survey at 
Washington, we find, on page 627, un- 


der the heading “Asphaltum,” 
lowing statement: 
name one finds 


the fol- 
“Under this generic 
included bituminous 


rock, sandstones and limestones im- 
pregnated with bitumen or asphaltum, 
free bitumens, either liquid, viscous or 
solid, containing little or no mineral 


matter, and, finally, mixtures in vari- 
ous proportions, more or less intimate, 
of bitumens with inorganic matter, or 


with Lbothinorganic an1lo ganic matter.” 
This certainly is a wide range of appli- 
cation for the term asphaltum. On the 
other hand, Leon Malo and_ other 


French writers have sought to narrow 
its application to one class of natural 
product, as will be from the fol- 
lowing quotation: 

“Asphalt is a natural product, a 
bituminous iimestone in which carbon- 
ate of lime and pure mineral bitumen 
are most intimately combined by nat- 


seen 


ural agency, the proportions varying 
from seven per cent. bitumen = and 
ninety per cent. carbonate of lime to 


two per cent. bitumen and eighty per 
cent. carbonate of hme.” 

Similarly, Capt. F. V. Greene, in a 
paper read before the American Insti- 
tute of Mining Engineers, October, 
1888, after taking exception to Leon 
Malo’s restricted use of the word, gives 
a table of the various forms of bitumen 
in which he limits the application of 
the word asphalt to “bitumen mixed 
with earthy matter,” excluding, how- 
ever, bituminous sandstones and bitu- 
minous limestones. 

To clear up this matter and define 
in sufficiently bread, but exact terms, 
the proper use of the word asphalt, we 
must first refer to the meaning of the 
other term which I have used in choos- 
ing a subject for this lecture, viz.: 
bitumen. ‘The word bitumen in miner- 
«logy is applied to hydrocarbon mix- 
tures of mineral occurrence, whether 
solid, liquid or gaseous. With this 
understanding of the nature of bitu- 
men, we can adopt the very concise 
classification of Prof. S. F. Peckham, 
who published in 1885 the “Special 
Report of Petroleum” for the tenth 
census. It divides bitumens into: 

Solid: Asphaltum (German, Asphalt 
or Erdpech; “rench, Asphalte). Semi- 
fluid: Maltha (French, Gondron min- 
eral; Spanish. Brea). Fluid: Petrol- 
eum. Volatile: Naphtha (German, 
Naphta). Gaseous: Natural Gas—of 
burning springs. 

According to this classification 
asphaltum is simply a solid bitumen. 
It may be almost pure, as the so-called 
“Glance-pitch.”” Gilsonite, or Graham- 
ite, and find its chief application in 
asphalt varnish making; or, it may 
contain earthy matter, varying in 
amount from two to three per cent. to 
the ninety per cent. of the so-called 
asphalt rocks. 

We may now take up for special 
description the two classes of bitumens: 
the Malthas (or semi-liquid bitumens) 
and the Asphalts (or solid bitumens). 

One of the earliest known and most 
famous occurrences of maltha or min- 
eral tar was that of Bechelbronn in 
Alsaee, which was described and stud- 
ied bv Boussingault. It is described as 





a viscid, tarry liquid, of bitumineus 
odor and a specific gravity 
0.966. It was from this maltha 
that Boussingault obtained the 
products to which he gave the 
names “petrolene’ and “asphaltene,” 
and which have played such an import- 
ant part in asphalt literature, Kayser, 
who reinvestigated the Bechelbronn 
maltha in 1879, considers that it is a 
solution of a sulphated hydrocarbon 
(asphaltene) in a liquid sulphur-free hy- 
drocarbon (petrolene), and that the lat- 
ter is present in much the _ larger 
amount, In his ult‘mate analysis of the 
maltha, Kayser notes, however, over 0.5 
per cent. of nitrogen as also present. 
This deposit has long since been worked 
out. 

In this country mineral tar or maltha 
is found in a large number of States, 
especially in the West. The most im- 
portant occurrences are those of South- 
ern California, in the counties of Kern, 
Ventura and Santa Barbara. Crude 
maltha or mineral tar, as found in Cal- 
ifornia, is often mistaken for a heavy 
petroleum, or rather a petroleum resi- 
duum, as its gravity, 12 deg. to 17 deg. 
Baume, corresponds with that obtained 
in such residuums; but, as pointed out 
by Prof. Peckham, it differs in impor- 
tant particulars. The maltha in its 
crude state contains from 12 to 15 per 
cent. of water, which will not settle 
out, but must be removed by heating to 
from 212 deg. to 300 deg. F. The 
amount of water retained by crude pe- 
troleums, incapable of settling out, on 
the other hand, is slight, not over 1 to 2 
per cent. The crude maltha usually 
contains air, carbon dioxide, or hydro- 
gen sulphide, in varying proportions, 
mechanically mixed with the viscous 
mass, so that when the maltha is heated 
to not more than 100 deg. F., it begins 
to froth rapidly, and will usually fill 
both still, condenser and receiver with 
an overflow of foam before any of the 
water has been removed. 

These malthas, likewise, contain, in 
the natural state, volatile oils and basic 
hydrocarbons, both of -which have to 
be removed in the refining process. 

Similar to this occurrence of natural 
malthas, although distinct from them, 
in respect of the conditions required 
for its extraction and possibly also in 
chemical characters, is the so-called 
“liquid asnhalt” obtained at Las Con- 
chas mine, some thirteen miles east of 
the city of Santa Barbara, in Santa 
Barbara County, Cal. Here is found a 
hed of clean sea sand, holding, like a 
sponge, the thick maltha, which oozes 
up from underlying bads of shale. 

It is stated that a well sunk 400 feet 
in this lower stratum continues 'to ooze 
maltha at all points. The mine is right 
on the edge of the occan, and the sands 
extend some miles back from the bench. 
Covering the sand deposit is a surface 
deposit of light earth and soil, upon 
which is ordinary vegetation. This 
soil is “hydraulicked” off by a 12-inch 
etream of clear salt water, and the 
maltha-containing sand uncovered. 
The separation of the maltha from the 
sand is accomplished, not by distilla- 
tion, but by mechanical means, and 
with the aid of specially designed ma- 
chinery, by the California Petroleum 
and Asphalt Company, which sells it 
under the name of “Alcatraz liquid 
asphalt. 

Crude maltha, under the several 
names of “liquid ashalt” and ‘mineral 
tar,” is found also in Utah, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Texas, although in most 
cases no attemnt has been made to 
utilize these products commercially. 

Let us pass now to solid bitumens 
or asphalts in the proper sense of the 
word. The purest of the solid bitumens 
are known sometimes as “glance-pitch” 
or “gum asphaltum.” Prominent among 
found in the Uintah Indian reservation 
in Wasatch and Uintah Counties. The 
purity of the gilsonite (some 90 to 98 
per cent.. soluble in carbon disulphide), 
{is such that it finds large application 
in the manufacture of varnishes and 
insulating compounds. The present 
production is some 2,000 tons annually. 
Glance-pitch also occurs in Texas, in 
Cuba and Mexico. 


We come then to the asphalts which 
contain inorganic matter in varying 
amount as a uniform constituent of the 
mineral as it occurs in nature. 

The two most important occurrences 
of these asphalts are those of the island 
of Trinidad, known as the Trinidad 
Lake asphalt, and of the province of 
Rermudez. in Venezuela, on the main- 
land, nearly opposite the island of Trin- 
idad, and known as the Bermudez Lake 
asphalt. 

The so-called “Pitch Lake” of Trin- 
idad occurs on the west coast of the 
island. It is situated about a mile ang

UMBERS.—The inquiry for forward 
delivery is very light, as usual at this 
season, and we hear of nothing doing 
on the spot. The market remains 
steady, and prices are unchanged, the 
quoted range being 24,@2%4c. for raw 
and 24%@2%c. for burnt and powdered, 
as to quality and size of order. 

SIENNAS.—No business of conse- 
quence has been reported in this article 
since the date of our last issue, and 
none is expected until the Spring 
trade gets in. Prices are on a steady 
basis and we repeat our quotations of 
24,@4c. for burnt and powdered of in- 
ferior to medium quality, 5@6c. for the 
finer kinds, and 3@5c. for raw, accord- 
ing to quantity and grade. 


YELLOWS. 


OCHERS.—The market is exceedingly 
quiet. There is little or no demand 
from consumers at present, and the 
larger buyers are not yet intere sted in 
securing supplies for the Spring trade. 
The tone remains steady and prices are 
without change. Other yellow pig- 
ments are dull and quotations are 
somewhat nominal. 


Miscellaneous. 


BARYTES.—There is still a little in- 
quiry for forward deliveries, but no 
sales of consequence have come under 
our notice during the week. Spot de- 
mand is almost entirely lacking, as con- 
sumption, as usual at this time of the 
year, is small, while the wants of con- 
sumers are supplied through deliveries 
on contracts made some time ago. A 
steady feeling prevails, the quotations 
remaining at $17@18 per ton for No. 
1 German, $15@16 for No. 2, $15@16 
for No. 1 domestic, $12.50@13.00 for 
No. 2, and $9.50@10.00 for No. 3, ac- 
cording to quantity, quality and date 
of delivery. 

CHINA CLAY.—No business of con- 
sequence has been reported in this ar- 
ticle, and a quiet market is expected for 
several weeks to come. The outlook is 
considered to be encouraging for the 
Spring trade, as buyers are not believed 
to hold very extensive stocks. In the 
mean time the market remains steady, 
English being quoted at $11@17, as to 
quality, quantity and position, and do- 
mestic at $8@10, according to quality 
and size of the order. 

COBALT OXIDE.—Demand is light 
and the market is unchanged. We 
quote nominally $1.60 for stock either 
on the spot or to arrive. 


FULLER'S EARTH.—The condition 
of trade is much the same as it was a 
week ago. The requirements of con- 
sumption are limited at present, and 
no one seems disposed to stock up in 
advance of actual wants. Quotations 
are nominal at 75c. for lump and Tic. 
for powdered, but these figures might 
be shaded if a large lot were wanted. 

MANGANESBE.—There appears to be 
nothing doing in this article at present, 
and prices are more or less nominal at 
$10@17 per ton for carload lots and 
38@5c. per pound, as to quantity, in a 
jobbing way. 

TALC.—Again we have to report a 
very quiet market, demand for forward 
delivery being lacking, while only small 
jobbing lots are moving on the spot. 
The normal quotations are .90@1.25, 
for ordinary to good quality French, 
and 1.40@1.50c. for the better grades, 
while domestic is held at .40@.50c., as 
to quality and quantity.

Besides this lake asphalt, the island 
of Trinidad also yields a ‘land asphalt” 
from the neighborhood of the lake. 

This asphalt may have come from 
overflows of the main deposit in past 
ages, or it may have an independent, 
although analogous, origin. It seems 
harder and more earthy 'than the lake 
deposit, and its bitumen shows differ- 
ences in solubility and other physical 
properties. 

The exportations of the Trinidad Lake 
asphalt have increased rapidly in re- 
cent years, and amounted in 1892 to 
96,319 tons, and in 1893 to 88,881 
tons. 

The Bermudez asphalt also comes 
from a so-called ‘‘pitch lake,” situated 
in the State of Bermudez, in the re- 
public of Venezuela. The deposit is 
some eighteen miles from the mouth 
of the San Juan River, which empties 
into the Gulf of Paria, opposite to, and 
about one hundred miles distant from 
the island of Trinidad. <A narrow- 
gauge railroad runs from the _ ship- 
ping point, Guanoco, on the San Juan 
River, to the lake, a distant of six 
miles. The deposit, or lake, covers an 
area of over 1,000 acres, and is of un- 
known depth. While vegetation is 
found growing in irregular patches over 
the surface, it is only superficial, and 
a uniform deposit of asphalt is found 
underneath. 

The Bermudez asphalt, as dug from 
the lake, is a solid bitumen of great 
purity, containing, according to an 
analysis recently made, but 2.63 per 
cent. of mineral matter and about 1.3 
per cent. of organic non-bitumen, with 
several per cent. of water, leaving over 
90 per cent. of bitumen soluble in car- 
bon disulphide. 

The refined asphalt, obtained by a 
process similar ‘to that spoken of un- 
der Trinidad asphalt, is slightly purer, 
being:

There has been no change in the po- 
sition of either foreign or domestic 
glues since the date of last writing. 
The latter of all grades, but particu- 
larly the better qualities, is in limited 
supply for this season, owing to the 
scarcity of desirable raw material, but 
as ‘buyers are showing little interest at 
present the market is not quotably high. 
There is a fair supply of foreign, and 
prices are nominal. 


Glass. 


WINDOW.—The distribution of win- 
dow glass the past week was restricted 
to a narrow compass, and involved only 
small jobbing quantities, as in view of 
the advanced period of the year, con- 
sumers and other buyers are not dis- 
posed to operate at all freely. Never- 
theless the volume of business put 
through was fully as extensive as is 
usually the case during the Christmas 
holidays. The market retains a firm 
tone, and there is every probability of 
a continuance of this feature for some 
time to come, even if an advance in 
prices should not occur. Many in the 
trade are inclined to the view that 
manufacturers will soon revise their 
quotations and make prices higher, in 
which event the local dealers will be 
obliged to follow. American window 
glass is selling at 70 and 10@75 per 
cent. off, while French is quoted at 70@ 
70 and 5 per cent. from list. It is re- 
ported that the window glass workers 
are very much dissatisfied with the 
action of the manufacturers in ordering 
a shut down of the factories in January, 
and that possible compliactions may 
arise from their opposition. 


PLATE.—The market for plate glass 
shows no new features. Trade is quiet, 
but the prospects for business are fa- 
vorable, and prices are being firmly 
maintained at 75 and 10 per cent. dis- 
count from the list.

This asphalt is, of course, notably 
softer and more plastic than the Trini- 
dad Lake asphalt, which in its refined 
state carries some 35 per cent. of min- 
eral matter (chiefly clay and oxide of 
iron), as compared with 1.50 per cent. 
of the Bermudez. 


The natural asphalts (or solid bitu- 
ments) of California are also very im- 
portant and of a high degree of pu- 
rity. Thus, the La Patera mine, situ- 
ated twelve mines west of Santa Bar- 
bara, and at a depth of 125 feet, yields 
a compact solid rock of the composi- 
tion:

The deposit covers several hundr--d 
acres, and is mined much in the same 
manner as coal. It is not soft, but is 
friaLle, and breaks readily under the 
pick or wedge. The mineral residue igs 
fine silica, free from clay and organic 
matter. 

Similarly in Kern County, California, 
are extensive deposits of a solid as- 


ly known. While the term lake is used, 
it must not be supposed that the sur- 
face resembles that of a liquid, even 
a viscid liquid. On the contrary, the 
surface shows a brownish, earthy ma- 
terial, with cracks or fissures here and 
there of a width and depth of several 
feet, some filled with rain water and 
some with earth, supporting a scrub- 
by vegetation. Carts and mules, it is 
stated, can be driven everywhere on 
the surface. The material is dug with 
a pick and shovel, loaded into carts, 
and hauled to the beach to be loaded 
on lighters, which carry it to the ves- 
sels. During the voyage to this coun- 
try, the material unites into a _ solid 
mass, and must be removed from the 
hold by the use of the pick and 
shovel.

An interesting feature in connection 
with this asphalt is that the mineral 
matter consists almost entirely of in- 
fusorial earth, or silica of organic 
origin, possessing a peculiar absorbent 
character. 

Other asphalts of this class, that is, 
solid mixtures of bitumen and earthy 
material, are those of Cuba, contain- 
ing some 70 per cent. of bitumen, and 
of Syria, containing from 75 to 90 per 
cent of bitumen. 

We have now to consider the case of 
bituminous or bitumen-saturated rocks. 
These are included in two classes: BI- 
tuminous limestones and bituminous 
sandstones. The former class includes 
the best known and most generally 
used asphalts of Europe. We have 
among these the mines at Seyssel-Pyri- 
mont in the Department of Ain, 
France; those of Val de Travers in the 
Canton of Neufchatel, Switzerland; 
those of Ragusa in the island of Sicily; 
of Limmer, near Hanover, Germany, 
and of Vorwohle, in Germany. These 
asphalts are in general composed of a 
fine amorphous limestone, saturated 
with from five to fourteen per cent. of 
bitumen, The subjoined analyses, taken 
in part from Howard’s pamphlet and 
in part from the ‘Mineral Resources 
of the United States for 1893,” will 
show the composition of these as- 
phalts:

One very characteristic occurrence 


of bituminous limestone is found in the 
United States, viz.: the so-called litho- 
carbon in Uvalde County, Texas. The 
mineral here found, according to ‘“‘Min- 
eral Resources of the United States for 
1893,” is a bituminous limestone, the 
deposit, in 
which the original forms are still main- 
tained. The rock contains from fif- 
teen to thirty-three per cent. of bitu- 
men, the average product being about 
twenty per cent. The __—irefined 
product is said to possess peculiar 
properties, being especially noted for its 
elasticity, making it, in this respect, 
somewhat similar in character to 
elaterite, 

In this country the bituminous sand- 
stones occur chiefly in California, Utah 
and Kentucky. In the State first named 
these sandstones are found at various 
points between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, in the counties of Santa Cruz, 
San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara and 
Ventura. They contain from 12 to 18 
per cent. of bitumen, and are easily 
pulverized when heated. They are used 
in most cases without other admixture 
for street paving, being rolled or 
thoroughly while hot. Simi- 
lar products are obtained from Utah 
and Kentucky, although that from 
Utah is often too rich in bitumen to be

If we turn now to the question of 


the nature of the bitumen in these 
natural asphalts and malthas, we will 
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find much to interest as well as to per- 
plex us. Mention was made, in speak- 
ing of Boussingault’s studies of the 
Bechelbronn mineral tar, of the dis- 
tinction made by him of “petrolene”’ 
and “asphaltene,” and of the _ defi- 
nitions given those terms later by Kay- 
We know now that there are no 
well-characterized compounds to which 
these names can be given, but that the 
materials (obtained by fractional solu- 
tion with different solvents) to which 
these names have been given are 
mixtures. In general, the mixture 
called ‘“‘petrolene,’” and which is ex- 
tracted from these natural asphalts by 
means of petroleum ether, acetone or 
common ethylic ether, is tough, viscid 
and of great cementing quality, al- 
though soft; while that called ‘‘asphal- 
tene,’’ and which is extracted from the 
residue with hot turpentine, chloroform 
or carbon disulphide, is dry, friable 
and brittle; but the proportions of these 
extracted from one and the same as- 
phalt, as has recently been very clearly 
shown by Miss Laura A. Linton, in an 
article.on the “Technical Analysis of 
Asphaltum,” will vary quite notably 
according to the choice of the solvent. 
It is, therefore, very obvious that the 


ser, 
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analysis before quoted of individual 
asphalts are, strictly speaking, not 
comparable, unless we know something 
as to the nature of the bitumen, of 
which the percentage ig stated in a 
general way only. This may be illus- 
trated by two analyses, for which I 
am indebted to a private communica- 
tion of Dr, F. Salathe, chemist of the 
Standard Asphalt Company of Cali- 
fornia. The first is of the crude black 
asphalt from Kern County, Cal., and 
which has been already mentioned; the 
second is of a light brown, friable and 
non-cohesive rock, found near the sur- 
face of the asphalt vein:

By study- 
ing the crude petroleums of California, 
Prof, Peckham has found that the basic 
oils in their natural condition were 
combined with an exceedingly viscous, 
feebly acid, tar. Upon these observa- 
tions he has founded an extremely in- 
teresting theory respecting the gradual 
changes whereby the California as- 
phalts at least have been produced, and 
which I will give in his own words: 

“A number of facts observed indi- 
cate that all those forms of bitumen 
that have been least exposed to the ac- 
tion of atmospheric oxygen contain the 
largest proportion of basic oils. Analysis 
shows less nitrugen in the malthas, and 
still less in the asphaltums, than in 
the petroleums. It appears that the 
compound ethers or esters which exist 
in the native petroleums are decom- 
posed with substitution of oxygen for 
nitrogen. This substitution I have 
made artificially. The result is the pre- 
cipitation of the acid radical as a hy- 
drate within the oil, in which it dis- 
solves, producing a viscous tar. When 
this decomposition has proceeded so far 
that water in appreciable quantity be- 
comes a constituent of the compound, 
the bitumen igs no longer petroleum, 
but maltha. This water of hydration 
Separates only when the maltha is 
heated to a comparatively high tem- 
perature. It will never separate by dif- 
ference of specific gravity at compara- 
tively low temperatures, but requires a 
temperature at which the hydrate is de- 
composed into a dense oil very much 
less viscous than the hydrate on the one 
hand and water on the other. 

“As the change proceeds, the bitu- 
men becomes solid asphaltum, and a 
new compound, that is found in maltha 
only in small quantity, if at all, ap- 
pears. This is Boussingault’s asphal- 
tene, which was assumed by him to be 
an oxidized product in which oxygen 
was substituted for hydrogen. Recent 
experiments, not yet completed, indi- 
cate that asphaltene is not a simple 
substance, but that it may be resolved 
by suitable solvents into a compound 
containing oxygen and a compound that 
represents the original hydrocarbon, 
minus a portion of its hydrogen, by 
virtue of which it is no longer soluble 
in those fluids that dissolve the hydro- 
carbon in its original form.” 

There remains the practical side of 
the subject to be noted. 

The uses of asphalt may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

(1) As a varnish or paint. 

(2) As the base of insulating compo- 
sitions. 

(3) As a waterproofing material. 

(4) As a cement in ordinary building 
construction, 

(5) As the cement in roofing and pav- 
ing compositions, 

(It is stated that fully 95 per cent. of 
the asphalt used is for the last named 
purpose.) 

For the manufacture of asphalt, var- 
nish or paint, the asphalts rich in bitu- 
men (like gilsonite) are used, the bitu- 
men being partly dissolved by admix- 
ture with oil of turpentine and linseed 
oil. In this way a so-called Japan var- 
nish ig obtained for the process of jap- 
anning metals. The asphalt varnish 
may also have other resins (like shellac) 
added in order to give greater flexi- 
bility and toughness. 

For the manufacture of insulating 
compounds the asphalt is usually tem- 
pered with wax tailings and other pe- 
troleum products to give the mixture 
the proper consistency; the exact com- 
position of the mixture being, however, 
carefully kept secret by the manufac- 
turers, 

For waterproofing the foundations of 
buildings, and as a protection against 
moisture in cellars, etc., a refined mal- 
tha or melted asphaltum is often used 
being painted on the masonry or tim- 
ber, or bricks are dipped in it before 
being set in position. For lining reser- 
voirs, irrigating canals and ditches, an 
asphalt cement similar to that used for 
paving is frequently used. In this case, 
as has been shown in practice, a natu- 
ral asphalt with a proper proportion of | 
bitumen and mineral matter, or a nat- | 
ural asphalt tempered with a maltha or } 
so-called “liquid asphalt,” will yield a 
more homogeneous and water-resisting 
coating material than an asphalt tem- 
pered with either coal tar or petroleuin 
residuums, 

For other forms of construction, es- 
pecially for paving sidewalks, stable- 
yards, open areas and flooring in ex- 
posed positions, as upon flat enclosed 
roofs of large buildings, asphalt mastic 
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is used. The basis of this is usually one 
of the natural asphaltic limestones, such 


as Seyssel or Neufchatel asphalt.

hours, and is then run 
where it is formed into 
hexagonal or round blocks, of about 
fifty to sixty pounds weight. When 
the mastic is to be used, it is again 
melted with refined ‘lrinidad aspnalt, 
in the proportions of about seven 
pounds of asphalt to 100 pounds of the 
mastic, and sand or fine gravel is 
added gradually up to sixty pounds, 
according tu the use to which the mix- 
ture is to be put. This mixture, known 


as “gritted mastic,” is spread while 
hot, rubbed smvoth and allowed to 
cool, When cold it is slightly pliable 


and thoroughly waterproof. 

The last-named application of as- 
phalt, viz.: for roofing and paving con- 
struction, as before stated, is by far 
the most important of all the others. 
As applied to roadway or street-pav- 
ing, we have two entirely distinct 
methods to note. The asphaltic lime- 
Stones such as are found in Europe, 
and asphaltic sandstone such as is 
found in California, require merely to 
be crushed, heated to from 275 degrees 
F. to 3UU degrees F., and hauled to the 
Streets and spread uniformly while still 
hot. It is then tamped and rolled with 
hot instruments, Asphalt pavements 
of this kind are in general use in Paris, 
London, Berlin and other European 
cities. Roadways made from bitumin- 
ous limestone are said to become pol- 
ished by wear and to become slippery 
in foggy and drizzling weather. In 
California, where bituminous sand- 
stone is used, they are said to wear 
well, except that they soften rather too 
much in warm weather. 

The other form of asphalt paving 


construction, used most largely in this 


country, is that in which an asphalt 
cement is first made by taking a hard 
but relatively pure asphalt and temper- 
ing it with some oily or bituminous 
liquid. This cement, in the proportion 
of ten to sixteen parts, is then mixed 
at a temperature of about 3U0 degrees 
F. with from eignty-four to ninety parts 
0% 0} S2e013ep GL Wo’y JUeWUIBIedUIA} 
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of clean sand and powdered limestone, 
and the mixture applied with no more 
loss of heat than necessarily follows 
its transportation to the streets in cov- 
ered carts. 

While this general statement as to the 
nature of an asphalt paving com- 
position may be taken as covering the 
Subject broadly, many points of the 
greatest importance come in to deter- 
mine whether a given composition will 
be a satisfactory one or otherwise. The 
asphalt should be one with a high per- 
centage of so-called petrolene as com- 
pared with asphaltene; the oily or bitu- 
minous liquid above referred to should 
be one that will make a satisfactory 
and durable blending with the asphalt, 
and the proportions of tempering liquid 
and asphalt which go to make up the 
cement should be chosen with reference 
to climate and the character of the 
traffic that is likely to pass over the 
street, 

The analyses quoted in this lecture 
will show how asphalts may differ in 
the first respect. With regard to the 
nature of the tempering liquid, I may 
Say that coal tar was at one time used, 
but has been almost universally re- 
jected, as not making a satisfactory 
or durable blending material, the mix- 
ture having been found to disintegrate 
under atmospheric influences. Petrol- 
eum residuums are now almost uni- 
versally used in the Eastern States, 
while malthas, or natural “liquid 
asphalts,” so-called, are used on the 
Pacific Coast and in Western States. 
I am satisfied, on both theoretical and 
experimental grounds, that the last- 
named tempering materials are to be 
preferred.—Journal, Franklin Institute. 
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Chinese Opium, 
BY FRANK BROWNE, F. C. 8. 

In the Chinese provinces of Kwei- 
chou, Yunnan and Szechuen large 
quantities of opium are grown for na- 
tive consumption. In ‘the “Legation 
Report on the Trade of China in 1894,” 
Mr. Beauclerk, secretary of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Legation at Pekin, writes: 
“The customs revenue was increased 
by every division of trade with the 
sole exception of Indian opium. * * * 
Native opium is rapidly displacing the 
high-priced imported drug, as will be 
seen from the various Consular re- 
ports,” 

A reason adduced for this is that the 
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nome-grown substance answers all 
ordinary requirements, and that the 
price is so low that any other better in 
quality ig bought only by those who 
can atiord it as a iuxury, 

prof, Atttield in his report for 182 
on the British Pharmacopoeia, 15d5u, 
mentions that it had been asserted tnat 
many hundreds of medical practition- 
ers, equally familiar with the use ol 
opium in England and India, have pre- 
scribed a 1U per cent. morphine Turk- 
ish opium, and a 9 or © per cent, (aver- 
age) morphine Indian opium, in simulal 
doses, without noticing any marked 
difference in sedative eflect; at the 
same time he points out the desir- 
ability of further experiments with re- 
gard to the narcotizing power of ‘lurk- 
ish and Indian opium. 

It must be remembered also that the 
percentage of morphine is not the only 
consideration in determining the value 
of smoking opium, as it has veen shown 
that some opiums low in morphine are 
preferred to others containing more of 
thig alkaloid. A, minute examination 
of Chinese opium has therefore been 
made in order to ascertain as far as 
possible not only the amounts of mor- 
phine, but also of other alkaloids pos- 
sessing physiological activity; also its 
freedom from adulteration, from which 
results a better idea ag to its true value 
may be had. 

Genuine specimens of ‘the 1893 crop 
were obtained through the kindness of 
Mr, H. E. Hobson, Commissioner of 
Customs, Hong Kong, from the prov- 
inces of Kwei-chou, Yunnan and 
Szechuen, respectively. The cost of 
these opiums varies from 14 to 18 taels 
for 100 taels weight (81-3 English 
pounds). 

Kwei-chou.—This was in flat oval 
cakes, each weighing one catty (11-38 
English pounds) Each cake was 
wrapped ‘after the Chinese manner In 
two folds of white tissue paper, then 
in thin brown paper, and bore a label 
on which was written in Chinese char- 
acters the name of the province and 
that of the seller. The drug itself was 
dark brown in color, oily to the touch, 
granular in fracture, fairly hard and 
its odor was strongly narcotic. 

Yunnan.—This was also in flat oval 
cakes resembling Kwei-chou opium, and 
was similarly wrapped and marked. 
The opium was black throughout, 
forming a smooth, plastic mass, fairly 
hard, of good appearance and odor, not 
oily to the touch. 

Szechuen.—In similar packages to the 
preceding. It was so soft that ten folds 
of a kind of tissue paper had been 
wrapped round to preserve the shape 
of the cakes. So much paper is an im- 
portant consideration in buying this 
opium, as from a determination cal- 
culated on the dried opium, this paper 
formed 20 per cent. of its weight. The 
drug itself was black in color, smooth, 
plastic, with good odor. It contained, 
however, paper’ fibre in little lumps 
scattered irregularly throughout the 
mass. Not oily to the touch.* In the 
gravimetric examination attention was 
given to: 

1. Moisture, 

2. Ash. 

3. Solubility in cold water. 

4. Morphine by the method described 
in the British Pharmacopoeia. 

5. Morphine. This and the following 
alkaloids by the process described. 

6. Narcotine, 

7. Papaverine. 

8. Narceine. 

9. Thebaine. 

10. Codeine, 

The results of this examination are 
recorded in the accompanylng chart. 

Both chemical and microscopical ex- 
aminations were made for the presence 
of starch, sugar, gum, tannic acid, and 
other likely impurities. The three 
specimens wer: found to be free from 
all foreign matter, except that the 
Szechuen variety contained paper fibre, 
which the microscopical examination 
showed was of the same character as 
the paper in which it was wrapped, In 
all estimations the opium taken was 
freed from this paper fibre. 

Determination of the Alkaloids.—The 
process found to be most suitable for 
obtaining a solution containing the 
alkaloids was as follows: 

Fifty grammes of the opium, in which 
the amount of moisture had been pre- 
viously ascertained, was exhausted 
with warm water. This insoluble por- 
tion was gently dried and exhausted in 
an extraction apparatus by means of 
ethylic alcohol. The alcoholic solution 
evaporated left a residue from which,

after having been mixed with sand, the 
greater portion of the alkaloid could 
be extracted by means of a 2 per cent. 
solution of acetic acid in water, but the 
last traces were removed only by in- 
creasing the proportion of acid to 1U 


per cent. and using a gentle heat. The 
aqueous and acid solutions were then 
precipitated by ammonia; the precipi- 
tate having been removed, the liquid 
was shaken \with amyl alcohol until all 
alkaloid was removed. ‘Yhe amy] alco- 
hol solution was then evaporated, and 
the residue, together with the precipi- 
tate obtained by ammonia, were 
treated with boiling ethylic alconol. ‘The 
alcoholic solution evaporated left a 
blackish mass of crystals, consisting 
chiefly of alkaloid. 

The process for ‘the separation of the 
alkaloids now obtained is Plugge’s 
somewhat modified, certain additions 
to and alterations in his process having 
been made in order to quantitatively 
separate the alkaloids in a state of 
purity from a solution which contains 
these alkaloids in a state of but mod- 
erate purity. 

The additions to and departures from 
the original process are here described 
as they were made througuaout the sep- 
aration, 

in the case of Yunnan opium the 
narcotine and papaverine were precipi- 
tated as a gummy mass wihica could 
not be washed with waier, but tnis di- 
ficulty was got over by using @ semu- 
saturated solution of sodium acetate. 

The papaverine from each opium was 
dissoived in weak hydrochloric acid, 
and precipitated by phospho-molybdic 
acid. The precipitate was shaken witia 
baryta water and benzine; from the 
benzine the crystaliine alkaloid was 
obtained on evaporation, Tine narco- 
tine in all cases was very pure after 
erystailization trom benzine, 

The narceine precipitate had to be 
washed with a semi-saturated solution 
of sodium acetate, except in the Kwei- 
chou opium determination. In Yunnan 
and Szechuen opiums the narceine pre- 
cipitate was found to contain narcotine 
and a little morphine. ‘these were 
separated by dissolving the precipi- 
tate in weak acetic acid, shaking out 
the narcotine and narceine from the 
acid solution with chloroform, dissolv- 
ing the chlorotorm residue in weak 
acetic acid, and shaking out the narco- 
tine with ether, having previously made 
aikaline. the narceine was then ob- 
tained by means of chloroform, but be- 
ing impure was dissolved in weak hy- 
drochloric acid, precipitated by phos- 
pho-molybdic acid, and removed from 
the precipitate by shaking with baryta 
water and chloroform. The narcotine 
from ‘the etnereal solution was dissolyed 
in dilute hydrochloric acid, precipitated 
by phospno-molybdic acid, and re- 
covered by shaking with baryta water 
and ether. 

Thebaine was obtained very pure 
from Kwei-chou opium by means o. 
sodium salicylate and ammonia as 
crdered by Plugge, but with the other 
opiums it was necessary to purify by 
dissolving in weak acetic acid, alkaliz- 
ing and shaking out with ether. 

Finally, the separation of morphin>, 
codeine and traces of narceine and the- 
baine, was effected by first shaking the 
acid solution with chloroform, as was 
done previously with the narceine pre- 
cipitate, then having removed the 
chloroform from the acid solution by a 
gentle heat, soda solution and amyl 
alcohol were added to extract the re- 
maining alkaloids. The amyl alcohol 
having been dissipated, the crystallize 
residue was treated with benzine, leav- 
ing morphine undissolved. The ben- 
zine residue was treated with water to 
remove codeine, and the codeine was 
then obtained by shaking the aqueous 
solution with benzine. The portion of 
the benzine residue from which codeine 
had been washed out was dissolved in 
weak acetic acid and added to the chlo- 
roform residue also dissolved in weak 
acetic acid, having added ammonia by 
shaking this solution containing the ' 
traces of narceine and thebaine with 
ether, the thebaine was separated; the 
narceine was then removed from the 
alkaline solution of chloroform. In the 
three opiums the quantity of these 
traces of narceine and thebaine was 
very small. i 

Observations were made with each 
alkaloid isolated, in order to see that it 
responded to its distinctive tests, and 
particular attention was devoted to the 
behavior of each alkaloid when treatei 
with pure chloroform, benzine and 
ether. i 

Quite a notable quantity of narcotine 
was precipitated with the narceine in 
Yunnan and Szechuen opiums. Before

SATURDAY EVENING, December 28. 1895. 


This has been a particularly quiet 
week in the oil market, the movement 
covering such lots only as were needed 
to support the limited demands of cur- 
rent consumption. It was expected, 
however, that the holidays would be at- 
tended by the customary dullness, and 
therefore the prosent status of busi- 
ness causes no special comment, par- 
ticularly as it is generally felt that the 
incoming of the new year will witness 
a substantial revival of trading all 
aiong the line. As regards values, 
there are very few new features to 
report, the general position being a 
steady one, and those fluctuations in 
prices that did occur were within an 
extremely narrow range. For cotton- 
seed oil the demand ‘was very light, 
and quotations remain at about the 
figures established by the decline last 
week. Lard oil is still irregular in 
price, but a little steadier than it has 
been, Nothing new is reported regard- 
ing linseed oil, except that Calcutta oil is 
now 2c higher. 


Vegetable Oils. 


LINSEED—Trade continues dull, as 
is usual during the last days of the 
year, and very few are looking for 
much improvement before the middle 
cf January, by which time it is be- 
lieved that the paint grinders and other 
large consumers will be prepared to 
cover their principal ‘wants for the sea- 
son. Meanwhile it is generally believed 
that quotations will remain steady, and 
the opinion is expressea by not a few 
in the trade that prices will soon ap- 
preciate, in view of the impending bet- 
ter demand, combined with the con- 
tinued depression in cake and the en- 
hanced cost of domestic flaxseed. De- 
spite these views, and the reluctance 
of the mejority of crushers to enter 
into engagements for future deliveries, 
the market is not free from rumors of 
oil being offered below the regular 
figures, as, for instance, a carload of 
State oil, which was said to have been 
available this week at 37c., laid down 
here. At the moment, it appears that 
there are no buyers willing to take that 
quantity, even at the low limit named. 
We also hear that an effort is being 
made to find an outlet here for a con- 
siderable quantity of Western oil at 
conceded figures, and that probably 
38c. will finally be decided on. From 
the interior markets the advices indi- 
cate holiday quietude, with no signifi- 
cant new features. At Chicago the 
regular price for oil is 38c., but there 
are one or two crushers who are said 
to be shading that figure about one cent 
per gallon. Here Western oil is steady

Notes on Sandarach.—The gandarach 
or gum juniper of commerce is the 
product of a Callitris (quadrivalvis), 
which grows in North Africa. The fol- 
lowing summary of its uses is taken 
from Morel. According to Gub- 
ler the Arabs used it as a remedy 
agiainst diarrhea, and tto lull pain in 
haemorrhoids. The Chinese used one 
kind, C. Sinensis, as a stimulant in the 
treatment of ulcers (as promoting the 
growth of flesh) as a deodorizer, and to 
preserve clothes from the attacks of in- 
sects. In BPurope it is used very little 
in medicine. It is most frequently em- 
ployed as an ingredient in varnish to 
increase its hardness and glossiness. 
It is also used as a fumigant, and in

This transparent appearance is pre- 
served for ia considerable time, ‘the resin 
meantime darkening a little with age.

IXvidence against Herlant’s sup- 
position is also found in the fact that 
resins of the sandarach class are near- 
ly white on the trees after they have 
been exuded some little time, showing 
that the appearance is brought about 
by exposure to the weather. 

Australian Sandarach. — Australian 
sandarach burns readily, and on the 
Snowy River (near the Victorian bor- 
der) it is often mixed with fat by the 
settlers to make candles. The aborig- 
ines frequently used it for a similar 
purpose. Sir Thomas Mitchell says: 
“Each carried a burning torch of the 
resinous bark of the Callitris, with the 
blaze of which these natives seemed 
to keep their dripping bodies warm.” 

The Callitris resins soften sligh'tly, 
but do not melt in boiling water, and 
a sample of commercial sandarach |be- 
haved similarly. In ‘the mouth they 
feel gritty to the teeth and in no way 
different ‘to sandarach. When freshly 
exuded they are very irritating to a 
cut. 

I will reiterate at this place, in order 
'to save time, that the properties of 
sandaraca are shared by Australian 
sandarach. I do not know in what re- 
spect they differ, and the one article 
may be substituted for the other, 

It was a specimen of resin from the 
Oyster Bay pine of Tasmania, sent to 
the exhibition of 1851, which first drew 
the attention of experts to the possibil- 
ities of Australian sandarach. For “the 
fine pale resin of the Oyster Bay pine 
(Callitris Australis) from the eastern 
coast of Van Diemen’s Land,” and 
other gums and resins, Mr. J. Milli- 
gan was awarded honorable mention. 

I have only alluded to naturally 
growing trees, but Baron Von Mueller 
states: “Probably it would be more 


Australian Sandarach, 
BY J. H. MAIDEN, 


Introductory.—It is a matter of com- 
mon observation that a number of raw 
vegetable products of more or less im- 
portance are going to waste in Aus- 
tralia, simply because our people are 
ignorant of their properties and value. 
I can ‘hardly cite a better instance than 
that of Australian sandarach. Here we 
have a product absolutely and entirely 
identical in chemical and physical p1op- 
erties with a well-known article in reg- 
ular demand. The price of this article 
at London auction sales is shown by 
the figures I give below (appendix A), 
while its cost in Sydney is very much 
enhianced, and yet we actually import 
from Algeria via London at this high 
price what is common enough in parts 
of New South Wales, and to be had for 
the gathering. The ‘trees from which this 
resin—for sandarach iis a resin—exudes 
are ‘the well-known Cypress pines of 
this colony, some species of which are 
found in the coast districts and table- 
lands; but they are far more largely 
developed in the drier parts of the col- 
ony. 

The collection of Australian sanda- 
rach is one of those minor industries 
which could readily be undertaken by 
a family of children. As the resin flowed 
from the Cypress pines it could be col- 
lected in clean dust-proof tins until a 
sufficient quantity was obtained to be 
sold to the local storekeeper, who 
would again sell to the wholesale chem- 
ist or wholesale oil and colorman of 
Sydney. Sandarach is usually graded. 
There would be no difficulty in grad- 
ing locally our local product, while any 
surplus available for export could be 
shipped without grading, if found ex- 
pedient. 

I have no means of getting at the 
consumption of sandarach in this col- 
ony, but we ought ‘to be able to supply 
the local demand, and ‘have a good 
surplus for export. 

With these introductory remarks, I 
will give some further information in 
regard to sandarach and Australian 
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profitable to devote sandy desert land, 
which could not be bought under irri- 
gation, to ‘the culture of the sandaracn 
cypresses than to pastoral purposes, 
but boring beetles must be kept off.” 
Of course Cypress pine timber is very 
valuable, as it is ornamental and one 
of the best timbers to resist white ants, 
but I propose to confine myself to the 


resin in this paper. 


The Various Kinds of Cypress Pines. 
—Our Cypress pines all ‘belong to the 
natural order coniferae (cone-bearers) 


and are therefore allied to the pines, 
firs, spruces, etce., 
Hemisphere.

The Cypress pines that are found in 


New South Wales, and which therefore 


;—eeamaaaal interest us are seven, name- 
ly: 

1. Callitris Macleayane—“Port Mac- 
quarrie Pine,” an elegant species now 
often seen in gardens. 

2. C. Paralalorei—‘Mountain Cypress 
Pine,” “Stringybark Pine.” These two 
species are closely allied and are both 
found in the North Coast districts. 
They are not as abundant, nor do they 
yield sandarach as freely as the other 
species. 

3. C. Verrucosa—the ‘‘White or Com- 
mon Pine,” often simply known as pine 
or “Cypress Pine,” but also as “Mallee 


Pine,” “Rock Pine,” etc., and well 
known under its name of “Murray 
Pine.” It is the most widely diffusea 


of all the Cypress pines, being found 
in every one of the mainland colonies. 
It is easily known by its rather orna- 
mental warted cones. 

4. C. Columellaris. This 
known as “Cypress Pine,” and it at- 
tains a great size. It appears to be 
confined to the coast districts and mod- 
erate elevations of Northern New South 
Wales and Southern Queensland. 


is usually 


5. C. Muelleri—‘Baron Mueller’s Cy- 
press Pine,’’ “Mountain Pine.” This 
species is often very ornamental. Its 


range does not appear at present to be 
very well defined. I have collected it 
at Middle Harbor, Port Jackson and in 
the Blue Mountains (Mount Victoria). 
It has been sent to me from the Illa- 
wara. Mr. Baker has collected it at 
Rylstone in the Mudgee district. 


6. C. Cupressiformis, perhaps better 
known by its synonym of rhomboidea. 
This pine I have known to be a good 
deal confused in New South Wales with 
‘tthe preceding. Of course the cones are 
quite different. It is usually simply 
known as “Pine” or “Cypress Pine.” It 
is extensively diffused in the coastal 
districts. 


7. C. Calearata, better known under 
its synonym of Frenela Endlicheri. 
Everybody knows it under its name of 
“Reqd or Black Pine,” whose timber is 
so largely used in the western parts of 
the colony, where white ants are preva- 
lent. I need not further allude to the 
species here. 

Of the above C. Verrucosa and C. 
Calearata will be found by far the most 
important from a commercial point of 
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view, but the others all produce ex- 
cellent sandarach. 

Experiments on Some _ Australian 
Sandarachs of Varying Quality from 
Various Species.—Having learned what 
sandarach is and what Australian trees 
produce it, the following notes of ob- 
servations and of incomplete experi- 
ments on definite Australian sanda- 
rachs will be interesting. To push 'the 
experiments further than I have done 
would be more of scientific than eco- 
nomic interest. My experiments tend to 
show this: Given similar circumstances 
in regard to size and age of tree, sea- 
son of flow, climatic conditions, etc., 
the sandarachs from all the species 
are precisely similar in chemical and 
physical properties. Conversely it fol- 
lows that if two specimens of sandarach 
are of different qualities, the explana- 
tion is to be found in ‘tthe circum- 
stances above enumerated. What is the 
best season to collect sandarach or to 
bleed trees in a particular district is 
only to be learned by experience, and I 
think I have said enough to show that 
it is worth the trouple to try and find 
out. 

Callitris Verrucosa R. Br. (Syn. Fren- 
ela robusta. A, Cunn). <A sample of 
Murray pine resin from Quiedong, near 
Bombala, has a pale, bleached appear- 
ance, much lighter than ordinary san- 
darach. Externally it has a very mealy 
appearance. Water has no effect on it. 
In rectified spirit it almost wholly dis- 
solves, leaving a little whitish resinoia 
substance. Petroleum spirit dissolves 5 
per cent. of a perfectly colorless and 
transparent resin.

SPIRITS TURPENTINE.—Since our 
last, the market for spirits turpentine 
has undergone a decided change. The 
advancing tendency which has been a 
strong feature of the market for two 
weeks or more has culminated in a 
sharp advance in the price both here 
and at the South. The cause of the up- 
ward movement is to be found in the 
strong demand which has recently set 
in at the primary markets, and the 
firmness engendered there has extended 
to the market here. While the inquiry 
at the South has been active, it cannot 
be said that business here has been ma- 
terially stimulated. Local buyers are 
awaiting the turn of the year before 
entering upon liberal purchases, but 
meanwhile supplies here are not ac- 
cumulating, and when business does 
revive it is generally believed that 
holders will have the advantage. Dur- 
ing the week the sales here aggregated 
about 300 barrels. Since the week 
opened the market has experienced sev- 
eral successive advances, and at the 
close quotations were firm at 3lc. for 
regulars and Old Dominions, while the 
figure for machine-made barrels was 
314. 


ROSIN.—The developments this week 
were neither important nor interesting, 
and the same features that have recent- 
ly been noted are still prevailing. The 
higher grades continue neglected and 
weak, but ordinary qualities remain 
firm, though at the moment there is a 
lull in the local demand. Prices are 
without quotable change, as_ follows:

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Good Will in Business, 


The London Economist records a mer- 
eantile decision which has an interest 
for business men on this side of the 
Atlantic. A member of a firm whose 
partnership was about to expire, and 
who had previously stipulated that the 
good will should be the property of the 
remaining partners, undertook to make 
a list of the customers of the firm while 
still a member of it, but for the avowed 
purpose of entering into competition 
with it in the near future. The lower 
courts sustained his right to this in- 
formation, but the House of Lords, to 
whom the case was appealed, denied 
this right. Lord Herschell said: “If a 
person who has previously been a part- 
ner in a business sets up for himself 
and appeals generally for custom, he 
has a perfect right to do so; but when 
he specifically and directly appeals to 
those who were customers of the old 
firm, he seeks to take that which con- 
stitutes the good will away from the 
persons to whom it has been sold.” The 
decision seems to have been well re- 
ceived, on the ground that a retiring 
partner ought not to make use of the 
information to which he has access for 
the purpose of damaging the good will 
he has already surrendered, and of 
which such information obviously forms 
a part.—Post.

to be relied upon at all times as in- 
dicating the true condition. Any 
change will be due more to a decrease 
in deliveries, as the production has not 
shown an increase to warrant the ex- 
pectation of an increase in stocks due 
alone to increased production.

Tariff Changes, 
Washington, Dec, 27, 1805. 

The manner in which the majority 
in Congress has chosen to answer the 
urgent demand of the President for 
protection for the gold reserve has put 
an entirely new face on the tariff ques- 
tion. Ten days ago it would have been 
said by all in a position to judge that 
no tariff legislation would be seriously 
attempted by the majority in either 
house. The sensational message of the 
President on the Venezuelan question 
produced a flurry in the market that 
demonstrated on how slight a basis 
the confidence of the country in the 
stability of the Treasury was founded, 
and the Executive was forced to make 
an appeal for prompt action to avert a 
crisis, 

The sum total of the activity in Con- 
gressional circles during the past week 
is a traiff bill intended to raise about 
$44,000,000 by a horizontal increase in 
the present rates, amounting to 15 per 
cent. on nearly all schedules. Raw 
wools are taxed 60 per cent. of the Mc- 
Kinley rates, and a compensatory duty 
is levied on manufactured woolens, 
while lumber is removed from the free 
list and taxed at 60 per cent. of the Mc- 
Kinley rates. Sugar is undisturbed. 
The bill was passed ‘by the House be- 
fore the representatives of the various 
industries of the country could protest 
against the principle of a ‘“‘horizontal”’ 
increase, but the measure was prompt- 
ly referred to the Finance Committee in 
the Senate, and on that battleground 
the real fight will be made.

Interesting Drugs. 


Some drugs of special interest have 
been shown in the Lane lately. In the 
showroom of a cinchona broker we no- 
ticed a bark of which a small consign- 
ment had been received from the West 
coast of South America, where it is said 
to grow “in the same region that pro- 
duced the red bark of commerce,” and 
to be employed by the “natives” as a 
substitute for cinchona bark. The 
bark in question, however, certainly is 
not derived from a cinchona, but it 
closely resembles the barks of rubiace- 
ous trees, and we hope when we have 
identified it to say more regarding it. 
Of scarcely less interest is a parcel of 
citronella oil received from China, and 
apparently distilled in that country. 
We have rarely examined citronella oil 
so fine in odor as this oil, and from its 
slight viscosity we imagine it to be a 
few years old. It is perfectly clear, of 
a golden color, and has a specific grav- 
ity of 0.0025 at 15 degrees C. It is ex- 
ceptionally soluble in SO per cent. al- 
cohol, one volume dissolving in three 
volumes of the spirit. Schimmel puts 
the limit of solubility as 1 to 10, but 
we think that is unnecessarily wide. 
Ergot from a new source—viz., the 
Canary Islands—was offered in the last 
drug sales, and realized the compara- 
‘tively low figure of from 514d. to 6d. 
per pound. It is a small ergot, palish 
in color, and soft, but apparently rich 
in extractive, and giving a good liquor 
on treatment with water; indeed, the 
infusion which we made of it had the 
claret shade peculiar to ergot in a 
marked degree. We judge it to be for 
all medicinal purposes as good as the 
Spanish variety. A parcel of striated 
or ‘black ipecacuanha (Psychotria eme- 
tica, Mutis) was offered as Cartagena 
root, to which it bears no resemblance 
except in respect to boldness. This 
striated ipecac comes into the market 
periodically, and, although we have no 
use for it, its exportation from the col- 
lecting country is, perhaps, excusable, 
for the natives rank it as an ipecac, 
and as their uses of the drug are wider 
than ours, they may think we are fool- 
ish not buy every kind. In connection 
with ipecacuanha, we may note here 
the article which appeared in our last 
issue dealing with the relative medici- 
nal activity of Cartagena and Rio roots.

The determination and special tests 
to which these were subjected are as 
follows: 

Specific Gravity.—This was in all 
cases determined by an accurately 
standardized pycnometer of about 
fifty cc. capacity. 

Index of Refraction.—Determined by 
an Abbe refractometer of the Zeiss 
pattern. 

Thermal Degree.—By this I 
the increment of temperature 
ing from mixing fifteen cc. of oil 
five cc. of concentrated sulphuric 
in a calortmeter with constant stir- 
ring, using an initial temperature of 
at least 20 degrees C. ‘This method 
of carrying out the test was rendered 
necessary by the small quantities of 
many of the samples available; as the 
test is of no value except when com- 
pared with known oils, this forms no 
serious objection to the results here 
presented. It is perhaps unnecessary 
to state that the same sample of acid 
was used in all the tests. 


Viscocity Tests.—I believe Prof. Ris- 
ing was the first to suggest the possi- 
bility of using the factor representing 
the vicosity of the soap formed from 
a standard amount of oil in detecting 
adulterated olive oil. At his sugges- 
tion Mr. Babcock made the test with 
a number of samples of commercial 
oils, the results of which agreed en- 
tirely with those obtained by the ap- 
plication of standard tests to the same 
series of oils. The method which I 
have used, which is essentially the 
one adopted by Mr. Babcock, is as 
follows: Fifteen grams of oil are 
placed in a saponification flask with 
about thirty ce. of water containing 
exactly seven and a half grams of po- 
tassium hydroxide and ten cc. of al- 
cohol and heated on a water bath un- 
til complete saponification has been 
effected. The resulting soap is washed 
into a large evaporatig dish, heated 
until the alcohol is expelled, diluted 
to exactly 500 cc. at 15 degrees C., and 
the viscosity of the resulting solution 
determined by means of a torsion vis- 
cometer, the results being calculated 
in terms of the number of grams of 
sugar which it would be necessary to 
add to a liter of water in order to 
produce a solution of equal viscosity 
In the case of the two mustard-seed 
oils, it was found necessary to dilute 
the solution to one liter in order to 
obtain a workable solution. My more 
recent experiences would induce me 
to make some few changes in this pro-

Saponificajtion Numbber.—By _ this 


I mean the number of milligrams of 
caustic potash required to saponify 
one gram of oil. It has been deter- 
mined by the standard method, op- 
erating upon two and one-half grams 
of oil. 

Iodine Absorption.—For this deter- 
mination I used the standard of the 
hyposulphite solution on pure potas- 
sium bichromate according to the 
method of the Association of Official 
Agricultural Chemists. 

Melting Point of Fatty Acid.—For 
the determination of this constant I 
found it most satisfactory to prepare 
thin but wide glass tubes on the side 
of which a drop of fatty acid is al- 
lowed to solidify. This is then at- 
tached to the bulb of a thermometer, 
placed in a water wath and heated 
until a temperature is reached at 
which the fat begins to run down the 
side of the tube. Even when the 
reatest care is used considerable va- 
riations will be found in the results 
obtained from the same sample of oil. 

Elaidin Test.—In this I have fol- 
lowed the method of Poutet, the one 
based on the use of a freshly prepared 
solution of mercurous nitrate. The 
time required for the production of a 
good elaidin varies considerably, and 
I have indicated this factor somewhat 
roughly in the accompanying table. 


An inspection of the accompanying 
table will show that most of the con- 
stants obtained for the pure olive oils 
agree fairly well with those obtained 
for European oils. The iodine ab- 
sorption, however, is exceptional, since 


many of the results here reported 
are higher’ than the commonly 
accepted European standards. 


A possible explanation may be found 
in the fact that many of the varieties 
here represented are not those com- 
monly used for the production of oll. 


Similar results have been obtained 
by Mr. G. E. Colby. In the ap- 
plication of the elaidin test. strik- 
ing differences were observed both 


in the character of the elaidin and in 
the length of time necessary for its 
production. On the one extreme are 
oils of the Manzanillo type, which 
produce a perfectly solid mass within 
an hour, whereas the two Uvaria oils 
produced only a partial solidification 
even after six hours. The facts seem 
to indicate that the test is not as re- 
liable as has been supposed. 


From a comparison of the results ob- 
tained from the oils of known purity 
with those obtained from the commer- 
cial oils it will at once be seen that 
Nos. 18, 23 and 24 are heavily adulter- 
ated with cottonseed oil. No. 20 shows 
strong evidences of adulteration, 
though the percentage is not as high as 
in the other cases. 

I think it is also shown that the ap- 
plication of the viscosity test to the de- 
tection of adulterated olive oils is en- 
tirely successful; the variations in the 


most important of which }; figures obtained from the different sam- 


| 


-_— 


ples of pure oil are considerable, but 
not so great as to admit of confusion 
with any of the adulterated oils. In 
addition to the figures presented in the 
table, I have obtained the following re- 
sults: For cottonseed oil 280, for 
sweet-almond oil 645, for rapeseed oil 
670, for poppy-seed oil 95, for sesame 
oil 415, for lard oil 250, and for peanut 
oil 220—an array of figures which plain- 
ly shows the utility of this test. It will 
be seen that the only oils whose vis- 
cosity-constant approaches that of pure 
olive oil are almond, rape-seed and se- 
same. Of ‘these the first is not likely 
to be used as an adulterant and the 
two latter are readily detected by other 
tests. The only oils showing a mate- 





rially higher viscosity-constant are the | 
mustard-seed oils, and it must be ad- | 
mitted that carefully proportioned mix- 
tures of mustard and cottonseed oils 
could not be detected by this test. The 
method promises to be of particular 
value in detecting lard oil for which we 
have had no satisfactory specific test. 


Of the three hitherto undescribed oils 
No. 16 seems to agree in most of its 
properties with other oils prepared 
from related plants, viz.: Pinus sylves- 
tris, Pinus picea and Pinus abies, in 
so far as these are known, and could 
probably be used for similar purposes. 

No. 17, though obtained from a close- 
ly allied pJant, is an oil of quite a dif- 
ferent character, but the data at pres- 
ent available is too insufficient to ad- 
mit of a satisfactory prediction of its 
constituents. It might be of ; 


to note here that J. J. Rein, in a work 
entitled, “The Industries of Japan,” 
mentions the fact that an oil is pre-

As usual at the closing of the year, 
trade slacks off, and the past week has 
been no exception. The proposed new 
tariff bill has awakened consigerable 
interest, especially among those buyers 
who had the duty clause inserted in 
their contracts for alkali and caustic 
soda. Many, however, believe the 
Senate will materially change the bill 
when it comes before that body for ac- 
tion. Nitrate of soda is firmer in all 
positions, and the same may be said of 
brimstone. Sugar of lead, owing to 
sharp competition, is very much unset- 
tled. Acids of all description are in 
fair request, with prices slightly better 
for 1896 contracts of sulphuric. In 
speaking of the Liverpool market un- 
der date of Dec. 14, Messrs. Peter R. 
McQuie & Son say: 

“The year now closing has been a 
singularly quiet one, as far as actual 
business in chemicals is concerned, al- 
though marked by several important 
features. Special attention has been 
centred on the development of the elec- 
trolytic process, which has’ been 
brought into further prominence by the 
formation of the Castner-Kellner Al- 
kali Company in this country, and the 
adoption of the process in the United 
States of America, as well as on the 
Continent of Europe. The reported 
establishment, a few months ago, of a 
powerful combination among the lead- 
ing alkali manufacturers here, coupled 
with an advance in price of 10s. per 
ton, gave some impetus to trade gener- 
ally, and it is matter for disappoint- 
ment that the original scheme has late- 
ly fallen through; it is anticipated, 
however, that a new syndicate will 
eventually be arranged on better and 
surer lines. Comparing present val- 
ues of chemicals with those current in 
December, 1894, we have very little 
change to record, the only material al- 
teration being in chlorate of potash, 
which is 14d. to 34d. per Ib. lower. From 
a manufacturer’s point of view, this is 
much more satisfactory than the pre- 
vious year, during which prices showed 
a shrinkage of £1 10s. to £2 10s. per ton 
in bleaching powder and caustic soda, 
and 2%d. per Ib. in chlorate of potash.

Palm oil, after 
numerous fluctuations, averages a fall 
of about £2 per ton on the year, while 
cocoanut oil has held its own, and 
closes in the neighborhood of values 
ruling twelve months ago. To sum- 
marize, the prospects generally for 1896 
are by no means discouraging; prices 
all round are on a moderate basis, fa- 
voring buyers rather than sellers, and 
we hopefully look for a steady improve- 
ment in trade.

“CHEMICS.” 
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Alkali Manufacture by the Har- 
greaves-Bird System 


The name of James Hargreaves of 
Widnes is not to be lightly regarded in 
the technology of matters chemical. 
Well known though the Hargreaves 
Salt-cake Process now is, there are 
many who think that its greatest re- 
nown is reserved for that halcyon fu- 
ture when, chlorine and caustic being 
made direct from salt, the Weldon proc- 
ess shall be as the mummies of Egypt, 
and the Deacon appear as a mere tem- 
porary device to arrest for a little 
longer the decrees of fate. To hasten 
the coming of that time when salt will 
only be decomposed by sulphur in order 
to obtain salt cake and hydrochloric 
acid for their own sakes, Mr. Har- 
greaves has, during the last few years, 
been devoting himself to the solution 
of the electrolytic puzzle, and we take 
it that his results up to the present time 
are embodied in the paper which he 
read before the London Section of the 
Society of Chemical Industry on Mon- 
day last. This paper will no doubt be 
printed in extenso in the valuable 
journal of the society in due course. 

We must confess to a certain amount 
of disappointment in respect to Mr. 
Hargreaves’ paper. The advance in 
theoretical and prospectus electrolysis 
has been so marked during the last few 
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years that it almost looks to us as if 
Mr. Hargreaves was scarcely keeping 
up the continuity of the progress. We 
have become so accustomed to hear 
that inventor A has knocked off 25 per 
cent. of the cost of production, that in- 
ventor B has knocked off 50 per cent., 
that inventor C has brought the 
economy up to 75 per cent. that we 
had expected Mr. Hargreaves to go the 
proverbial ‘one better’ and announce 
that he could make bleach and caustic 
for nothing at all. 

It may be interesting at this stage to 
remind our readers that the chairman 
of the Electro-Chemical Company at a 
recent meeting of shareholders an- 
nounced that they were ‘making purer 
and better bleach and caustic than by 
any of the older processes,’ and more- 
over “at something like 50 per cent. less 
cost.” This statement would no doubt 
come with startling force upon those 
sceptical minds whose faith had been 
weak in such on early realization of the 
anticipations of the promoters of that 
company. But assuming the correct- 
ness of this statement, the affairs of the 
Electro-Chemical Company become 
matters of fact with which it would be 
scarcely fair to compare the figures of 
Mr. Hargreaves. We propose, as a 
course that may have more interest to 
our readers, to compare these figures 
with those that are available relating to 
the recently formed Castner-Kellner 
Company. 

Mr, Hargreaves anticipates the pos- 
sibility of making bleach and soda ash 
for £2 12s. per ton. Assuming, as in the 
ease of our recent criticisms of the 
Castner Kellner process, that theoreti- 
cal yields are obtained, Mr. Hargreaves 
would make from one ton of salt .92 
tons of ash at £2 12s. per ton, and 1.67 
tons of bleach at the same figure. If 
we compare this with the Castner esti- 
mate of .7 tons of 77 per cent. caustic 
at £4 5s., and 1.67 tons of bleach at £5, 
it requires a good deal of faith in the 
future of the ash market to say that 
the former proposal is better than the 
latter, especially when we further take 
into consideration that the one continu- 
ous run, of which Mr, Hargreaves gives 
us a record, shows such a high percent- 
age of salt in the finished alkali that the 
product would not for one moment 
compare with 58% per cent, soda ash— 
in fact, taking the value of soda ash 
as indicated by its Na2O percentage, it 
will be apparent that ammonia-soda 
ash has during the last twelve months 
actually been sold in large quantities at 
as low a figure as that at which Mr. 
Hargreaves sees his way to produce it. 
Mr, Hargreaves will probably say that 
he is not obliged to make soda asa, even 
though he may prefer to make the car- 
bonate in solution. If he deducts the 
cost of evaporating this solution and 
finishing the ash, and substitutes for 
this the cost of causticizing and finish- 
ing the caustic, he may, with great rea- 
son, claim to produce the high strength 
article at less than £4 5s. per ton, es- 
pecially if it be remembered that he 
claims an advantage of Ss. per ton over 
Mr, Castner on the bleach. 

But reasoning of this kind would be 
very imperfect if we did not go a steap 
further and examine the grounds upon 
which this claim to cheaper production 
is based. His electrolytic cell is so con- 
structed as to eliminate the hurtful 
effects of Grahamic osmose and pre- 
vent the possibilities of the formation 
of secondary compounds, while the ex- 
tra facilities for escape which are af- 
fcrded to the hydrogen allow the elec- 
trolysis to be performed at a lower volt- 
age. But when we look into the 
figures of the recorded run we fail to 
see how these advantages have mani- 
fested themselves. Mr. Castner uses 
four volts, it is true, against Mr. Har- 
greaves’ 344; but, on the other hand, Mr, 
Castner obtains an electrical efficiency 
of 90 per cent., against Mr, Hargreaves’ 
efficiency of SU per cent., so that mat- 
ters are fairly equalized. Where, then, 
does that advantage of Mr. Hargreaves’ 
process come in which justifies his as- 
sumption that he can produce the fin- 
ished article at a lower price than Cast- 
ner? We are forced to the conclusion 
that the two parties have made very 
discordant estimates of common cosis, 
or that Mr. Hargreaves has some un- 
revealed trump up his sleeve which will 
permit him to produce his electrical 
power very much more cheaply than 
his rival. Otherwise, now could it hap- 
pen that, producing the same quantity 
of product with the same amount of 
electricity, the two costs can come out 
so widely different? We have great 
confidence in Mr. Hargreaves, and we 
have no doubt whatever that he will be 
able to solve what is to us as yet a 
riddle, and we shall await his further 
revelations on the subject with the 
greatest interest.—Chemical Trade

‘The opinion 
on ’Change is that a syndicate of some 
kind among the leading makers wil! 
eventually be consummated. Current 
quotations are £3 5s. per ton f. o. b.

“CHEMICS,” 
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Alkali Manufacture by the Har- 
greaves-Bird System 


The name of James Hargreaves of 
Widnes is not to be lightly regarded in 
the technology of matters chemical. 
Well known though the Hargreaves 
Salt-cake Process now is, there are 
many who think that its greatest re- 
nown is reserved for that halcyon fu- 
ture when, chlorine and caustic being 
made direct from salt, the Weldon proc- 
ess shall be as the mummies of Egypt, 
and the Deacon appear as a mere tem- 
porary device to arrest for a little 
longer the decrees of fate. To hasten 
the coming of that time when salt will 
only be decomposed by sulphur in order 
to obtain salt cake and hydrochloric 
acid for their own sakes, Mr. Har- 
greaves has, during the last few years, 
been devoting himself to the solution 
of the electrolytic puzzle, and we take 
it that his results up to the present time 
are embodied in the paper which he 
read before the London Section of the 
Society of Chemical Industry on Mon- 
day last. This paper will no doubt be 
printed in extenso in the valuable 
journal of the society in due course. 

We must confess to a certain amount 
of disappointment in respect to Mr. 
Hargreaves’ paper. The advance in 
theoretical and prospectus electrolysis 
has been so marked during the last few

years that it almost looks to us as if 
Mr. Hargreaves was scarcely keeping 
up ‘the continuity of the progress. We 
have become so accustomed to hear 
that inventor A has knocked off 25 per 
cent. of the cost of production, that in- 
ventor B has knocked off 50 per cent., 
that inventor C has brought. the 
economy up to 75 per cent. that we 
had expected Mr, Hargreaves to go the 
proverbial ‘‘one better” and announce 
that he could make bleach and caustic 
for nothing at all. 

It may be interesting at this stage to 
remind our readers that the chairman 
of the Electro-Chemical Company at a 
recent meeting of shareholders an- 
nounced that they were ‘‘making purer 
and better bleach and caustic than by 
any of the older processes,” and more- 
over “at something like 50 per cent. less 
cost.” This statement would no doubt 
come with startling force upon those 
sceptical minds whose faith had been 
weak in such on early realization of the 
anticipations of the promoters of that 
company. But assuming the correct- 
ness of this statement, the affairs of the 
Electro-Chemical Company become 
matters of fact with which it would be 
searecely fair to compare the figures of 
Mr. Hargreaves. We propose, as a 
course that may have more interest tu 
our readers, to compare these figures 
with those that are available relating to 
the recently formed Castner-Kellner 
Company. 

Mr, Hargreaves anticipates the pos- 
sibility of making bleach and soda ash 
for £2 12s. per ton. Assuming, as in the 
case of our recent criticisms of the 
Castner Kellner process, that theoreti- 
cal yields are obtained, Mr. Hargreaves 
would make from one ton of salt v2 
tons of ash at £2 12s. per ton, and 1.67 
tons of bleach at the same figure. If 
we compare this with the Castner esti- 
mate of .7 tons of 77 per cent. caustic 
at £4 5s., and 1.67 tons of bleach at £3, 
it requires a good deal of faith in the 
future of the ash market to say that 
the former proposal is better than the 
latter, especially when we further take 
into consideration that the one continu- 
ous run, of which Mr, Hargreaves gives 
us a record, shows such a high percent- 
age of salt in the finished alkali that the 
product would not for one moment 
compare with 58% per cent, soda ash— 
in fact, taking the value of soda ash 
as indicated by its Na2O percentage, it 
will be apparent that ammonia-soda 
ash has during the iast twelve months 
actually been sold in large quantities at 
as low a figure as that at which Mr. 
Hargreaves sees his way to produce it. 
Mr, Hargreaves will probably say that 
he is not obliged to make soda asa, even 
though he may prefer to make the car- 
bonate in solution. If he deducts the 
cost of evaporating this solution and 
finishing the ash, and substitutes for 
this the cost of causticizing and finish- 
ing the caustic, he may, with great rea- 
son, claim to produce the high strength 
article at less than £4 5s. per ton, es- 
pecially if it be remembered that he 
claims an advantage of Ss. per ton over 
Mr, Castner on the bleach. 

But reasoning of this kind would be 
very imperfect if we did not go a steap 
further and examine the grounds upon 
which this claim to cheaper production 
is based. His electrolytic cell is so con- 
structed as to eliminate the hurtful 
effects of Grahamic osmose and pre- 
vent the possibilities of the formation 
of secondary compounds, while the ex- 
tra facilities for escape which are af- 
fcrded to the hydrogen allow the elec- 
trolysis to be performed at a lower volt- 
age. But when we look into the 
figures of the recorded run we fail to 
see how these advantages have mani- 
fested themselves. Mr. Castner uses 
four volts, it is true, against Mr. Har- 
greaves’ 314; but, on the other hand, Mr. 
Castner obtains an electrical efficiency 
of 90 per cent., against Mr. Hargreaves’ 
efficiency of SU per cent., so that mat- 
ters are fairly equalized. Where, then, 
does that advantage of Mr. Hargreaves’ 
process come in which justifies his as- 
sumption that he can produce the fin- 
ished article at a lower price than Cast- 
ner? We are forced to the conclusion 
that the two parties have made very 
discordant estimates of common costs, 
or that Mr. Hargreaves has some un- 
revealed trump up his sleeve which will 
permit him to produce ‘his electrical 
power very much more cheaply than 
his rival. Otherwise, now could it hap- 
pen that, producing the same quantity 
of product with the same amount of 
electricity, the two costs can come out 
so widely different? We have great 
confidence in Mr. Hargreaves, and we 
have no doubt whatever that he will be 
able to solve what is to us as yet a 
riddle, and we shall await his further 
revelations on the subject with the 
greatest interest.—Chemical Trade

acid, it was noted in each case that this 
nareotine melted at about OU degrees; 
purification raised the melting point 

more tthan 1U0U0 degrees. 

When transferring the alkaloids from 
an aqueous solution to chloroform, ben- 
zine, ether or amyl alcohol, it was 
found that ‘the washing of these latter 
solvents with a little water was a pre- 
caution of considerable importance, de- 
composition of the alkaloids otherwise 
being prcobvabie, 

from the remarks made during the 
paper, and from the results recorded in 
the chart, the quality of Cnainese opium 
can be well seen. Tne Szechuen opium 
as sent had evidently been coliected 
carelessly, but it is doutbtul whether 
ihe presence of sO much paper and 
paper fibre indicates intent to adulter- 
ate; rather, it seems as if the juice had 
been collected on paper and the whole 
mass incorporated, it being too much 
trouble to scrape off the jurce, but this 
is only a conjecture. Conclusions as to 
the probable physiological activity of 
the opiums can be drawn from the re- 
suits recorded, 

Smoking Value of Chinese Opium.,— 
Extracts of Kwei-chou, Yunnan and 
Szechuen opiums were prepared in the 
manner described by McCallum, and 
were then handed over to a Chinaman 
ol considerable experience as a buyer, 
preparer and smoker of opium. He re- 
ported that the process employed had 
veen incomplete as the three exracts 
possessed a grassy taste not ovserved 
im the extract prepared by himself from 
indian opium. An examination of his 
process snowed that a toasting opera- 
tion was included, but as this was not 
in the process described, this toasting 
had not been followed in the prepara- 
tion of the Chinese extracts. ‘bhe three 
extracts had there*ore been compared 
With a standard extract prepared in a 
different manner. As it is essential for 
purposes of comparison that the proc- 
ess shouid be the same, further quanti- 
ties have had to be prepared, and are 
at present stored until ready for com- 
parison, after which the report will be 
communicated. 

It has been already stated that the 
value of opium for smoking purposes 
does not depend on the amount of 
morphine. The Chinese Observer re- 
ported that, comparing the above three 
extracts with each other, the Kwei- 
chou was the best and strongest, the 
Yunnan was second in quality and 
strength, and the Szechuen was the 
most inferior, although this last con- 
tains much more morphine than the 
Kwei-chou variety, .
